In a statement issued May 29 from the company’s headquarters, 
Vaughn L. Beals announced the list of officers in the new Harley- 
Davidson Motor Company, and noted that John Davidson is not among 


the list of officers or investors. 


In the new company structure are Vaughn Beals, chairman of the 
board and chief executive officer; Charles K. Thompson, president 
and chief operating officer; 11 other corporate vice presidents 
including, William G. Davidson, Jeffrey L. Bleustein, David K. Caruso, 
John P. Hamilton, David R. Lickerman, James H. Paterson, Peter L. 
Profumo. Chris E. Sartalis, Ralph G. Swenson, Kurt E. Woerpel, and 
Herschel O. Zarecor. Additionally, Caruso is also president of Parts & 
Accessories; Lickerman is president of Harley-Davison International; 
and Swenson is president of the York, PA manufacturing plant. 

Commenting on John Davidson's decision not to invest or serve as 
corporate officer, Beals stated, "John said he has withdrawn for 
personal reasons, which we certainly respect. However, he plans to 
remain with the company at least through 1981, to assist in the tran- 
sition of ownership. His current duties as company chairman and 
president of the golf car division will remain unchanged prior to the 
purchase from AMF. After closing, he will continue as president of the 
golf car division and will also perform certain special assignments as 
he has in the past. Bill (Willie G.) Davidson, in addition to continuing his 
major responsibility as styling vice president, will be a substantial 


shareholder as well.” 


Beals concluded “Ralph Swenson has been elected to replace John 
on the board of the new corporation. And on a lighter note, | ат 
pleased to advise thatthe negotiations for the acquisition of Harley- 
Davidson from АМЕ are progressing smoothly, and we plan to finalize 


this process in early June."

In the Bulgarian 250cc 
race, Team Yamaha's Neil Hudson 
took top honors, and at Poland's 125cc 
Grand Prix event, it was Team 
Suzuki's Harry Everts in the winner's 
circle again.

Akin, 
who took second in the 125cc Expert 
class in last year's National, will be out 
for the remainder of the season. "She 
wanted to go to the National so badly 
and change that second place into the 
overall win," said her mother.

A scientific study performed by 
Kamperman Associates, Inc. for 
the*U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency Region V Noise Program 
has concluded that “new model 
motorcycles operated in the urban 
environment produce no more 
noise than contemporary 
passenger cars do." The study 
documents the relatively low noise 
level produced by contemporary 
motorcycles equipped with stock 
exhaust systems supplied by the 
vehicle manufacturer. The 
Kamperman - EPA study is 
evidence that motorcycle noise 
problems are not rooted at the new 
motorcycle level. Further 
reductions of new motorcycle 
noise levels will not cure the 
problem of motorcycle 
modifications at the consumer 
level which can only be controlled 
by strict local enforcement. The 
report states: “In the opinion of the 
investigator, it is difficult to justify 
further increased vehicle cost and 
weight burden to meet continuing 
lower noise level limits for new 
motorcycles." The comprehensive 
study included acceleration noise 
tests on 220 different vehicles 


being operated under three 
different modes of operation: 
normal, quiet, and loud. 


Motorcycles of all sizes with stock, 
aftermarket, and straight pipe 
exhaust systems were included in 
the testing. 


Recently, Sequoia National Forest 


Supervisor Joe Brown announced a 





proposal to either seasonally or per- 
manently close several Forest trails to 
off-road vehicle use. You may recall 
that the proposal was to close nine 
trails on the Kern Plateau during 
winter and spring months, but would 
provide the Forest Supervisor with flexi- 
bility to alter specific dates according 
to trail conditions. The proposal would 
have also permanently closed two trails 
because of excessive damage and closed 
one area to use except for designated 
roads and trails. During the week of 
May 17, the affected trails were exam- 
ined to determine if the closures would 
need to be implemented. Due to the re- 
latively dry winter on the Forest, only a 
portion of one of the trails р: for 
seasonal closure will need to be closed 
this spring. A 1.5 mile segment of the 
Granite Knob Trail from the Monache 
Jeep Road to the Granite Knob Cutoff 
Trail will be closed, effective May 22, 
and will be opened as soon as the wet 
meadow area through which the trail 
passes is dry enough to sustain use. 
The other Kern Plateau trails affected 
by the proposal will not be closed this 
spring. Depending upon the condition 
of trails late this fall, a seasonal closure 
may be implemented. Both of the trails 
proposed for permanent closure are 
receiving considerable adverse environ- 
mental impacts and will be closed. 
The Devils Canyon Trail north of 
Springville will be closed in its entirety 
and the Frog Meadow Trail east of 
California Hot Springs will be closed 
from Forest Road 23S05C to the inter- 
section of the Deer Creek Trail. The 
China Garden Area in the Kern Canyon 
east of Bakersfield will be permanently 
closed except for designated roads and 
trails. This area includes all Forest 
Service lands between МЕМ NWY4 
S7, T.28S., R.31E., to the center of 
S26, T.27S., R.31E., including all 
areas between Highway 178 and the 
Kern River. 


Ed Carroll of the Lightweights M.C.

their June 14 AMA Amateur TT 
Qualifier has been moved from 
Perris Raceway to Saddleback 
Park.

I have just completed the fourth 
annual Death Valley/Saline Valley 
motorcycle ride. Since the route was 
almost a repeat of last year, a full 
length article will not be written. Here 





is an update on the area and riding 
conditions encountered by the five 
participants. 

I had to eliminate the run out to the 
Salt Tram Summit Station due to two 
novice riders. One beginner crashed 
three times in the first 12 miles on ride 
one. The roads used, while not easy, 
were in the best shape in four years. 
The county road boys have really 
worked hard. 

The weather ran the full course 
from cold to hot (95 +), wind 0 to 40 
mph plus, a brief 30 minute thunder- 
shower and a few miles of choking 
dust. 

The hot spring again was in super 
shape and the ladies were even better. 
Each time I've been here I find some- 
thing new to see because the area is so 
vast. No burros were seen the efitire 
trip. Гуе been told the BLM had а 
round up in the area. 

While in Darwin we were given a 
special tour of the museum. Make a 
point to see it as it is well worth the 
time and is a real treat. Lucy Lowrance 
is its leader and she is a very special 
lady. 

One sad part of the trip was that we 
learned that the Smiths have sold 
Cerro Gordo. Rumor has it that the 
town will be destroyed. That is very 
disheartening to me. I wrote the Smiths 
prior to my trip and received no reply. 
When we arrived at Cerro Gordo no 
one was on the property. 

As I pointed out in the article on last 
year's trip the mileage to the hot 
springs in Saline Valley was 121.8 
miles. Due to a non-thinking rider, 
several of us ended up riding 144 
miles plus making the 3000 foot climb 
up Grapevine Canyon, twice. On 
riding in this area, my advice is stay 
together. It will be easier on your 
buddies. 

Next year an entirely new area 
hopefully will be explored.

Water-cooling — too much? 


I have been involved in motocross 
for about nine years. Now I try to race 
about three times a month, and go to 
any Supercross or National within 
driving distance. The sport provides 
everything I need and my interest has 
not diminished. If anything, it 
increases. 

The state of the art in MX bikes is 
really appreciated by those of us 
remaining, who previously spent many 
more hours in bike preparation than 
is now necessary. Clearly, modern 
suspension has made MX safer. 

However, I am disappointed wit 
the current move towards water-cool 
bikes. On a 125cc bike used only for 
racing, I will concede that water; 
cooling is OK. But, even with a 125cc, 
most Novice or Intermediate riders 
don't race long enough motos to notice 
any loss of power from heat build-up. 
And, I suspect, if given a choice, many 
riders would: opt for an air-cooled 


bike. 

The idea of a seized engine because 
of a split hose or a mud-clogge 
radiator is ridiculous. And a slight get 
off will very easily cause radiato 
damage, which may be expensive tq 
repair. If a water-cooled bike is take 
off-road, say 50 miles from civilization 
a long walk may be in store. 

I realize the factories must compete 
and they believe the buyers want thi 
latest gimmick, but I suggest a rider 
survey would indicate the opposite 
The factory that sits back and wait 
might find itself selling all of its air 
cooled 250cc and Open MX bikes ите 
a demand for many more.

Red, white and 
blue day for 
Spencers

Freddie Spencer notched his first National win 
and gave Honda their first (U.S.) Formula One 
win at the same time with a victory in the Win- 
ston Pro Series event at Road America. It was 





a doubly satisfying day for Team 
Honda as Freddie's teammate 
Mike Spencer took second. Thad 
Wolff, on a Team Escargot Suzu- 
ki RG500, finished third to fill winner's 
circle and make it the first time in re- 
cent memory that Yamaha has been 
shut out of the top three places in a 
road race National. It was also the 
second four-stroke win in as many 
years at the track. 

Bruce Hammer and Jeff Umrysz, 
both Yamaha mounted, finished 
fourth and fifth. Both Hammer and 
Umrysz are self-sponsored. 

Freddie Spencer was jubilant in win- 
ner's circle, especially after having lost 
the Superbike win the day before to a 
pice of rock which stuck his throttle 
slides open. 

“I think there'll be some partying to- 
night," said Freddie with a sly grin as 
he looked at Honda team manager 
Ron Murakami. “You can bet on it,” 
Murakami replied. 

The two qualifying heat races to set 
the 50 rider grid were won by Freddie 
Spencer and Wes Cooley with Cooley, 
by virtue of fast time, taking the pole 
for the National. 

Road America's four mile/14 turn 
circuit which snakes through the east 
Wisconsin countryside has a reputation 





for taking normal gas consumption 
figures and throwing them out the 
window. Although the race was 72 
miles long (18 laps), three miles short 
of the normal length of a National, 
many riders topped up after running a 
warm-up lap on a two mile portion of 
the track. For some even that would 
not be enough. 

The initial start was delayed for five 
minutes from the two minue sign, an- 
other warm-up lap and more gassing 
up. Cooley, Freddie Spencer, Harry 
Klinzmann, Nick Richichi and Mark 
Homchick filled the front row of the 
grid, but it was Cooley and Spencer es- 
tablishing their superiority before the 
first lap was over, leaving Mike Spencer 
to fend off the rest of the field from 
third. Klinzmann held fourth ahead of 
Miles Baldwin while Richichi was al- 
ready experiencing problems that 
would end his ride in another lap. 

"I didn't really want to be out front 
at the start," said Cooley later. "I 
figured Freddie was just holding back 
a bit. Finally I decided to see what he 
had so I wicked it up a bit." 

By lap three Cooley and Spencer 
had put nearly eight seconds on Mike 
Spencer although they were less than a 
second apart. Attrition, which would

play a big role in the race, was already 
at work with Richichi, Dan Chivington 
and Rich Chambers out while Gun- 
nady Liubimsky and Harry Vander- 
linden had both encountered prob- 
lems, but were back running. 

There was a tight battle going on for 
fourth between Baldwin and Klinzmann 
while five riders were debating sixth — 
Hammer, Homchick, Boonie Knott, 
Wolff and Frank McTaggart. Those 
battles would provide plenty of spice 
for nearly the entire race. 

The cat and mouse game up front 
continued as the leaders pushed the 
five lap average to an even 100 mph. 
Mike Spencer was 10 seconds adrift at 
the time and Cooley and Spencer were 
already running n the slower traffic of 
backmarkers. 

Although Cooley was in command, 
there was a sign that he would not be 
for long as Spencer detected a bit of oil 
on his face shield and windscreen. It 
was coming from a leaking valve cover 
on Cooley's bike. “I’m not sure on 
what lap I began to notice the 
problem, but it got progressively worse 
and the oil began to coat the back 





tire,” said Cooley afterwards. “I felt 
the safest thing to do was to park the 
bike. Sometimes I think if I didn’t 
have bad luck, I wouldn't have any 
luck at all,” last year’s winner Cooley 
concluded half jokingly. 

Cooley wasn't giving up easily and 
Freddie had to work hard until lap 
nine when he got by. In the meantime, 
Jimmy Adamo was now spectating and 
the battle for fourth behind the lonely 
ride of Mike Spencer was heating up 
between Baldwin and Klinzmann. 
Wolff and Hammer were still going at 
it, but had drawn away from the 
Homchick/McTaggart duel. On the 
following lap it would be а four-way 
fight with positions all swapped 
around. 


Traffic was very spread out on lap 
10. Baldwin parked his bike just past 
the start/finish line starting lap 11 and 
was followed shortly by McTaggart — 
both with mechanical problems. 
Cooley was sitting in the pits, his race 
over for the day. Then it was Hom- 
chick’s turn as his engine seized. That 
left Klinzmann in third followed by 
Hammer, Wolff, Umrysz, Steve 
Gervais, Doug Brauneck, John Betten- 
court and Steve Biganski to fill out the 





top 10. 

Mike Spencer apparently had found 
the time in his game plan he had been 
waiting for as he began to reel in team- 
mate Spencer very quickly. On lap 15 
he was alongside Freddie and drafted 
past on the rising uphill straight past 
the start/finish line. 


“The first I knew Mike was behind 
me was when I got a pit sign that I had 
two seconds on him,” said Freddie. 
“The next thing I knew he was by and 

ne." 

Klinzmann was looking at his bike 
when he came by the pits and was con- 
siderably off the pace. "The transmis- 
sion started to go and I tried to nurse it 
along as best I could until it finally 
gave out completely," said Klinzmann 
later. "I had third sewn up and then 
that had to happen. I feel rotten." 

With three laps to go it was Spencer 
and Spencer — Mike and Freddie — 
nose-to-tail. The retirement of Klinz- 
mann had moved Thad Wolff into 
third. Hammer had lost Wolff's draft 
when the pair darted through some 
slower riders on the previous lap and 
he had been balked. Gervais, on a 
Yamaha Motor Canada YZR500, was 
holding fifth although he would lose it 





to Umrysz on the final tour. 

Freddie swept back into the lead c... 
the final lap and coasted home free 
when Mike Spencer detected a sputter- 
ing engine and decided to cool ‘his 
pace and finish second. 

“I think finishing second in my first 
Formula One ride isn't too shabby," 
said Mike Spencer in winner's circle. 
“It would really have been something 
if I had won. My heart skipped a beat 
when I thought I might run out of gas 
on the last lap. That would be no way 
to end up at all." 


“I knew I was doing pretty good,” 
said Wolff, "but I didn't know I had 
third. There were no pit signs for me 
so I couldn't gauge where I was. I just 
rode as hard as I could for 18 laps and 
took what came. I'm really happy to 
have done so well.” е

AMA Superbike Championship: Round 3 


Lawson up; “Fast 
Freddie" down

Eddie Lawson, by virtue of being in the right 
place at the right time, took advantage of an 
accident by Freddie Spencer with two laps to 
go and picked up the 15 lap/60 mile Superbike 


win at Road America. Spencer, 
holding a 10-second lead, had a 
rock lodge in one carb causing 
"the slide to stick open while he 
‘was passing a slower rider. When the 
throttle wouldn't shut off, Spencer 
grabbed all the brake he had and after 
га long slide, went down — basically 
"unhurt. 

"There wasn't any place to go or 
anything to do but avoid the slower 
rider, and hope I could ride it out," 
'said Spencer. "Both the bike and I 
went into the track barrier pretty 
thard.” 
^ Kawasaki's Lawson was all smiles — 
за rare occurrence for him. “Things 
didn’t look like they were going to go 
my way,” said Lawson. “The bike 
started sputtering and popping on the 
final lap — just like it had on the last 
lap of the heat race — and I just 
crossed my fingers it wasn’t anything 





serious. If that wasn’t enough, I almost 
bailed off on the final lap when I hit a 
patch of oil and got completely side- 
ways. I'm glad I won; it means a lot to 
(tuners) Bob Muzzy and Mark 
Johnson.” 

Mike Spencer, the “other Spencer” 
on Team Honda, put in a consistent 
ride to get himself into winner's circle. 
"I didn't have any problems really,“ he 
said. "The bike tire started getting a 
bit slippery and I backed off a bit, but 
that was about it.” 

"How would you like to ride most of 
the race with out a clutch?" asked 
Yoshimura Suzuki rider Wes Cooley. 
"I can tell you it's a bear to downshift 
and not a whole lot of fun. Everything 
went fine on the start and I moved up 
(from 34th starting position) to fourth 
in two laps. Then the clutch started 
going away and I just rode out the 
laps." Cooley maintained his point 
lead with 46, 10 points ahead of a tie 








between Lawson and Mike Spencer. 

Harry Klinzmann, aboard the 
Racecrafter's Kawasaki, took fourth 
while Yoshimura Suzuki rider 
Gennady Liubimsky took fifth. 

Wes Cooley just made the delayed 
start of the final. The Yoshimura crew 
were feverishly working to correct a 
problem which had forced Cooley to 
call it quits in his heat on the third of 
five laps. Lawson then came up with 
his electrical gremlins and Freddie 
Spencer had taken the win. 

On the start of the final it was 
Lawson away first with Spencer in tow. 
At the end of lap one the leaders were 
still close, then came a gap to Mike 
Spencer,  Liubimsky,  Klinzmann, 
Cooley and Thad Wolff on the Team 
Escargot Suzuki. 

Spencer took over the lead on lap 
three while Cooley had moved to fifth. 
Spencer, who had voiced concern over 
whether he could go 60 miles on a tank 
of gas, began to blister the track with 
laps just over 100 mph. Having not 
run that fast in any session on the track 
effectively ruined all fuel consumption 
figures that Honda had, according to 
team manager Ron Murikami. 

By halfway, Spencer was getting 
frantic signs from his pits to cool it. He 
obliged and his leading margin shrunk 
from 15 seconds to about 10 as the laps 
wore down. There was little racing in 
the top four, but fifth was a dogfight 
between Klinzmann and Liubimsky 
which would go to the last lap where a 
dwindling gas supply would cause 
Liubimsky to ease off the battle and 
take the safe route home. 

Less than a mile from the pits on lap 
13, Spencer’s accident occured. “It 
looked bad," said Lawson. "So bad 
that I almost stopped. I motioned to 
the Honda pits when I went past that 





Freddie was down." 

Once off the track, Spencer had 
little choice but to lay it down and 
hope for the best. He sustained cut 
hands; his bike didn't fare too well in 
its collision with the track barrier. 

With Lawson, Mike Spencer and 
Cooley counting the miles to the 
checkered flag, the attention focused 
on fourth although that also became 
anti-climactic. Sixth place Thad 
Wolff was also cruising home. 

What few people saw was the last 
lap charge of Rich Chambers to 
seventh. Afte being involved earlier in 
a battle with Lang Hindle and Ruben 
McMurter, Chambers had fallen off 
the pace. “Those crazy Canadians 
were playing on the final lap,” said 
Chambers. “I wasn’t and got inside on 
the last turn, scared McMurter who 
straightened up and Hindle ran into 
his back tire. Hindle went down and 
by the time McMurter recovered, I was 
home free.” 

It was champagne toasts for Lawson 
later in the night — there hadn't been 
any in the winner's circle — with the 
entire Kawasaki crew. "Kawasaki lets 
the good times roll," was the chorus 
from all. Lawson drank some bubbly. 
He was grinning from ear to ear. e

Lawson belts

Eddie Lawson, riding his belt 
drive KR250 Kawasaki overcame 
a slow start in the final and 
grabbed the lead halfway 


through the third lap of the 14-lap/ 
56-mile race over Road America’s 
undulating 14-turn/four-mile pure 
road course and went on to post a 
commanding margin of victory. 

Jeff Umrysz led off the line with 
Craig Morris, Lawson, Dave Busby 
and Keith Kiyota following. Umrysz 
held onto the lead for another lap and 
a half with Lawson moving past Morris 
for second, The next lap saw Lawson 
move to the front and crank the 
throttle up, leaving the rest of the field 
behind. By the end of lap four, 
Lawson had opened a seven-second 
lead and would expand upon that 
throughout the remaining laps. 

Meanwhile, the battle for all spots 
behind raged as Morris and Umrysz 
disputed second while Boonie Knott 
inched his way closer from fourth. 
Doug Brauneck and Gary Collins had 
their own fight going, and Bruce 
Maus, recently returned from the 
250cc GP wars in Europe as has 
Lawson, was on the move. The five lap 
average speed was 92.19 mph. 
Another rider on the move was Kevin 
Braunson who was riding a British- 
built Armstrong powered by a water- 
cooled Rotax engine. 

By the halfway flags, Lawson had 
opened up a 13-second gap on the 
Morris/Umrysz duel while Knott 
continued to move closer. Brauneck 
was doing his bit to keep knott looking 
over his shoulder as Collins, Kiyota 
and Brunson trailed. ; 

Lawson opened the leading margin 
at will, clutching 21 seconds with five 
laps to go. The only close battle at this 
time was the Morris/Umrysz clash, 
and they were going at it for all they 
were worth. Morris’ Rampy Chevrolet- 
sponsored Yamaha held sway on the 
Central Sports-sponsored Yamaha of 
Umrysz, but neither had the power to 
reel in or make a dent in the blistering 
pace Lawson was setting on his factory 
Kawaski. 

On lap 11, Collins slipped ahead of 
Knott with Brunson closing. Maus lit 
his fire on lap 12 to move into fifth 
behind Kiyota, but Kiyota held a good 
margin and Maus could only hope for 
something to happen by the flag. 

Lawson took the checkered flag 
easily with Morris holding off Umrysz 








by about three lengths at the finish. 
Collins and Maus rounded out the top 
five with Brauneck and the Armstrong 
in sixth. Nobuhiro Nakamura edged 
Kiyota for seventh. 

"The long hours of work paid off," 
said Lawson іп winner's circle 
referring to the time put in to make 
the belt drive system workabale in 
racing situations. 

"We have the combinations to run 
now," said Kawasaki's Steve Johnson. 
"We're looking forward to Loudon." 

"Eddie sure knows how to ride that 
bike," siad Morris. "After he passed 
me it was all over. I concentrated on 
keeping Umrysz behind me." 

“1 tried to hang with Morris," said 
Umrysz. "He had motor on me so I 
had to run into the corners harder. I 
got sideways more than once."

Ducati left everyone fighting for 
scraps, the Road America edition 
featured a masterful battle between 
Adamo and the San Jose BMW-spon- 
sored BMW of David Emde. "I'm 
going to win and show everybody what 
this Beemer will do,” Emde had said 
prior to the race. 

Adamo led the first two laps with 
Emde shadowing, then Emde took 
over, with Adamo coming right back 
on lap four. John Minono, on а 
Triumph, had held third early until 
Ducati-mounted Bobby Goodwin 
rolled past pulling Ducati rider Robert 
Lill with him as Minono slipped to 
fifth. - 

Using slower traffic to his 
advantage, Emde went to the front 
again on lap five with Adamo less than 
two lengths behind. Emde continued 
his hold on first as the laps rolled on, 
but could not shake Adamo. 

"We blew up the good engine," said 
Adamo, "so we basically borrowed 
another bike for this event to give us 
time to put the good engine back 
together. 





Goodwin continued in third a long 
distance back from the leaders with 
Lill and Minono equally distant in 
fourth and fifth. 

Emde inched his way ahead of 
Adamo in the final three laps and was 
holding a three-second lead when the 
checkered flag fell. 

Of note was the fact that Minono 
was using a brand new Triumph 
engine that "ran like a charm." Hal 
Coleman picked up $1000 for being 
the first Harley-Davidson ride across 
the finish line. 

"We had a battle all the way. It was 
a fun ride," said Emde. “1 got off the 
track once and into the dirt, but other 
than that, I didn't have any problems." 

"Watch out at Loudon," warned 
Adamo.

Springsteen 
got off to a bad start and was trying to 
work through riders off the cushion, 
almost going into swappers in the 
process. 

By lap five Poovey and Filice were 
putting a gap on Parker, who in turn 
was planting a cushion on a Drake/ 
Boody battle for fourth. Gary Scott 
was left way off the pace with a 
smoking engine. "I guess I had a stuck 
compression ring, " said Scott later. 


Goss had been using a slightly 
bigher line than the rest of the pack 
and had moved into a tight seventh be- 
hind Graham, but then Randy went 
off the groove to the point he lost opti- 
mum traction and lost position. 


Poovey and Filice ran about 10 feet 
apart and Drake broke free to move up 
on Parker. It all came to an abrupt 
halt on lap 11 when Drake made his 
move. Parker and Drake clicked to- 
gether and both went tumbling into 
the haybales on the back straight. 
Drake got up a bit slower than 
Parker, but both were all right. 

The red flags came out and many 
riders opted for quick tire changes 
during the delay. Turner Tex Peel put 
some rubber on Parker's bike and got 
everything straight in time for the 
restart. Drake headed to the pits for 
good with a front end too damaged to 
continue. 

Filice had passed Poovey during the 
crash, but the line-up was called back 
to the positions that were being held 
before the crash, with the exception of 
Parker — he was placed last off the 
single-file restart. 

Poovey and Filice went at it again, 
only this time Jimmy saw a low line 
underneath on lap 15 to lead. From 
there he hugged the low line, holding 





off Poovey's attempts to get by. Boody 
grabbed third but Goss sliced in for 
the position. Goss again slipped off the 
groove and almost fell back, but got 
back on the black strip in time. 

Pearson held onto fifth with Springer 
looking ready to make a move but 
finding nowhere to do it. Eklund was 
going through the same ordeal in sev- 
enth, the Kidd and Graham went a 
stable 8-9. Scott's bike came back on 
the powerband, but by that point he 
was too far back to make up ground. 

Filice kept it pegged to hold a two 
foot edge across the finish line, and 
was so happy that he could barely take 
his parade lap. He jumped into the 
arms of Mert Lawwill and Dick Mann 
in winner's circle and after the cere- 
monies, went running through the pits 
screaming and yelling, shaking hands 
and hugging everyone in sight, 

“The crash (that Parker and Drake 
took) sort of screwed me up, but after 
the restart Poovey went a little high 
and I got underneath," said Filice. "I 
didn't know if I could get by but I just 
jammed it in there. My tire was com- 
pletely bald. We didn't make a tire 
change before the restart. Let me tell 
you, that's my first National win, and 
it sure won't be my last!" e

World Championship 
Speedway Qualifier 


Penhall sweeps 
in *four go on' 
conclusion

“I was really happy to get it over with,” grinned 
Bruce Penhall after compiling a perfect 15- 


point score to win the U.S. 


Qualifier to the 


World Speedway Championship, held on a 


specially-constructed track in the 
Los Angeles Coliseum. Fellow 
British League riders Dennis Sig- 
alos, Kelly Moran and Scott 


Autrey grabbed the other three spots 
alloted to American riders. 

The event was run under Federation 
Internationale Motocycliste sanction, 
and with a special "international" event 
to qualify the track and facility to host 
the 1982 World Championship race. It 
gave fans something to cheer about as 
former U.S. National Champ Mike 
Bast defeated England's John Davis, 
Australia's Billy Sanders and Poland's 
Zenon Plech in a three-race series. АП 
four riders are to submit their judge- 


ment of the track to the FIM sanction- 
ing committee. 


Although the race was not as spec- 
tacular and closely-fought as some 
might have hoped, the points gather- 
ing process produced high drama. At 
the end of 20 regular heats, Sigalos 
and Moran were knotted at 13 points, 
with a four-way tie for fourth between 
Autrey, Shawn Moran, Denny Pyeatt 
and Alan Christian. 


The first run-off, for second, went 
to Sigalos, but the race meant little. 
The run-off for fourth was the im- 
portant one. Scott Autrey had troubles 
all night long, but used his experience 
and won when he had to to get into the 


run-off. In that race, it was Autrey all 
the way. 

The 16-man field was to be com- 
posed of the top eight Americans in 
British League according to their 
league averages, and the top eight 
U.S. based riders, determined by the 
points they accumulated in qualifying 
for last year's National Championship. 

The field was altered before the 
start of the race when Lance King 
stepped aside. King, who won't turn 
18 until August, would not be eligible 
to ride the next step in qualifying, the 
July 12 Overseas Final. Ronnie Preston 
was unable to compete due to a shoulder 
injury. That put Jeff Tomlin and 
Keith Chrisco into the field. Larry 
Kosta, another alternate, was injured 
during the track's Wednesday practice 
session. New alternates were Bobby 
McClain and Shawn McConnell, and 
both would get to ride. 


At 7:30 p.m., only a half hour be- 
fore the start, Penhall's bikes had not 
arrived. He was busy borrowing bikes 
and leathers when his own equipment 
finally arrived, the van having troubles 
on the way down. 

When racing got down to business, 
Penhall, who had drawn number one, 
got the pole in the first heat. For a 
touch of European culture, plus to 
conform to FIM rules, riders wore 
"bonnets" signifying their starting posi- 
tion. Red was for the pole, blue for the 
second spot, white for third, and 
yellow/black for the outside. 

Penhall and Moran got out front 
quickly in the first heat, developing a 
huge gap between themselves and 
Mike Faria and Brad Oxley. Moran 
stayed close to Penhall through the 
four laps, but could not get by. Oxley 
passed Faria on the second lap to come 
up with one point for thrid. 

The only time Penhall ddn't lead 
wire to wire was in his second match. 
There Sigalos turned in the holeshot 
and led the first lap. Penhall dived 


under Sigalos in turn two of the follow- 
ing lap and led to the flag. Sigalos 
seemed to have second wrapped up 
easily, only to hole a piston and finish 
a coasting third behind Alan Christian. 
Scott Autrey had machine problems in 
his first heat, although he still finished 
second. He then borrowed Lance 
King's bike, but in this race the kill 
button shorted out and Autrey picked 
up no points. 

In his third heat, Penhall met 
Shawn Moran, the only other rider; 
with six points. Penhall led wire го 
wire, with Moran coming off an early 
encounter with Dave DeTemple to fin- 
ish second. Jeff Tomlin was a distant 
fourth. At one minute, 13.74 seconds, 
it was the fastest four laps of the 
evening. 

"My first three races were the hard- 
est, so when I got through that, I was 
pretty happy," Penhall said later. 
Indeed, his final two heats were run- 
aways. Keith ^ Chrisco, Shawn 
McConnell and Bobby McClain were 
left hopelessly behind in Penhall's 
fourth ride, and Denny Pyeatt, Bobby 
Schwartz and Steve Columbo trailed in 
the champ's final ride. 


Meanwhile Sigalos went to his back- 
up machine, and met Kelly Moran, 
Bobby Schwartz and Chrisco in the 
llth race. Sigalos was first into the 
first turn, but Moran was the first out 
of the second turn. Sigalos regained 
the lead in the next two turns, and led 
to the checkered with Moran a close 
second. Schwartz finished third with 
Chrisco fourth. At 1:18.75, they were 
an eyeblink away from fast time. 


Sigalos was challenged by Pyeatt in 
his next ride, but Sigalos used a low 
line through turn two on the second 
lap, passed Pyeatt and rode to another 
three points. Pyeatt finished second 
over DeTemple and Oxley. 

Sigalos came into his last race with 
10 points and met Shawn Moran, who 
had nine. Sigalos led wire to wire,

while Mike Faria turned in and upset 
second over Moran. So that left Sigalos 
with 13, and Moran with 10, tied with 
Pyeatt, who turned in five second 
place finishes. 

After his loss to Sigalos, Kelly Moran 
won in his next two efforts. In the 15th 
lace, it was a close one over Scott 
Autrey with Shawn Moran third over 
Steve Columbo. 

In race 19 Moran met Christian, 
DeTemple and Jeff Tomlin. Christian 
was on a hot streak with two consecu- 
tive wins and nine points, despite his 
dislike of bigger tracks. Off the start it 
was a packed first turn with Moran on 
the inside and Christian and DeTemple 
hard on him on the outside. The latter 
pair tangled and crashed through the 
retaining fence, bringing out the red 
flag. Fortunately, both riders were OK 
and made the restart. - Moran and 





Christian led it going into the first 
turn, but DeTemple made it by into 
second in the next corner and the order 
stayed same for the remaining three 
laps. So Moran had 13 points, and 
Christian was on the growing list of 
riders with 10. 

After having his kill button short 
out, Autrey turned in two wins and a 
second, including a dramatic, last- 
lap, last turn pass to beat Pyeatt in the 
10th race. With one race to go, Autrey 
had seven points and a chance to join 
the run-off for fourth, if he won the 
20th race. 

Win it he did, leading flag to flag 
over Steve Gresham, Chrisco and 
Oxley. The stage was set for the final. 

After a final "international race," 
the run-off for second placé was held 
and Sigalos easily out-distanced 
Moran.

Frank Stacy continued his 


nearly total 


domination of the Two-Day Qualifier Series 
by taking his fourth win in five events at the 
Perry Mountain Two-Day. Former pro MXer 


Stacy rode his Drew Smith pre- 
pared Suzuki PE250 to a score 
of 2069 points, 35 points 
(seconds) better than 
Husqvarna rider Ed Lojak's 2104. 

“I wish I could say something 
interesting happened out on the trail," 
said Stacy as he relaxed after the 
finish. “Тһе truth is it was a very easy 
run and I didn't really have a single 
problem. The toughest thing I did was 
change a spark plug at the second gas 
stop on day one." 

The Open Intent class came down 
to а duel in Alabama between 
Husqvarna's Terry Cunningham and 
KTM's Frank Gallo in the final (MX) 
test. Gallo beat Cunningham by 16 
seconds to post a 12 point victory -- 
2112 to 2124. 

Jack Penton took his True Sport 
Kawasaki to the 175cc Intent class win 
while KTM's Rod Bush topped the 
125cc Intent class. 

The closest. race in the event 
developed in the A class ranks where 
Maico mounted Barry Higgins took 
the top spot by four-tenths of a second 
over Husqvarna rider David Greenhill. 
Higgins took the 250сс A class win 
while Greenhill was the Open class 
winner. 

Robert Lawrence, on a Yamaha, 
was top rider in the B division. He 
rode in the Open class. 

Suzy Barr notched her name in the 
record books when she became the 
first. female to finish a Two-Day 
qualifier. Barr was running on gold 
medal status until she apparently 
miscalculated her time and went into a 





check seven minutes early. Barr, who 
rides under the Yamaha support 
program, was pleased with her overall 
performance although not too happy 
about her seven minute mistake. 


Day One 
he day started very early -- 7:01 
a.m. to be exact -- for Kevin Brown. 
He was on the first row of riders and 
would find himself playing 
trailbreaker for both days. With 
nearly 80 miles of the 121 mile course 
new trail, Brown was not overly happy 
about his early number. “The worst 
thing about it was that I lost two 
minutes in the tightest section of the 
course and Rod (Bush) only lost one. 
That really hurts because I need a 
good score here and its nearly 
impossible to make up 60 points 
(seconds)." 

The riders were thrown a curve 
right off. Less than two miles from the 
start was the first special test, a 3.1 
mile collection of turns, whoop-de- 
doos, fast straights and a few jumps 
guaranteed to make a rider work up a 
sweat. "This 15 one helluva way to 
wake us ир,” said Gallo. 

Things went smoothly for most 
although when Mike Melton pulled 
into the first gas he noticed his gas 
tank was leaking badly. The tank was 
changed with Melton leaving with less 
than 15 seconds left in his two minute 
grace period. 

Dwight Rudder was out with a blown 
head gasket while Barry Avery was 
finding it a bit uncomfortable riding 
his Husky with only one working 
shock. 

Jeff Fredette was also experiencing 





shock problems and when he hit the 
second gas stop he was early enough to 
replace his blown left shock. Stacy was 
in the Suzuki pit area at the same time 
as teammate Fredette and was curing 
a rich running engine with a plug 
change. 

The Maico pits were a scene of 
frustration as the minutes ticked past 
the time Jack Johnson should have 
been in. Then word came that he was 
out of gas less than a mile away. 
Johnson managed to get gas from 
another rider, but hit the check one 
minute late. 

"I had to get my gas after the 
check," said Johnson later. “That was 
OK, but the next section was the 
tightest of the day and I lost another 
two minutes at that check. There goes 
my gold." Johnson was riding a Maico 
out of Barry Higgins’ H&H Maico. 

Kawasaki's Vic Ely ended up in the 
DNF column when his frame snapped 
їп two halfway down the front 
downtube. 

The second special test basically 
ended the day. To the surprise of few 
Stacy was the fastest and led all riders 
when the scores were posted. Lojak 
was 12 points back with Fredette, 
Cunningham and Darryl Kuenzer 
eight, nine and ten points, respectively 
behind Lojak. 

Higgins was on top of the A riders 
tally with a three point lead over 
Greenhill. 

Things were a bit jumbled up in the 
B clas. Due to a scoring protest, 
Robert Lawence's score had not been 
posted, leaving -- at that point -- Dan 
McCauley sitting on top of the heap 
three points ahead of Kim Hughes. 
Psychologically, this was an upper for 
McCauley as his left foot was turning 
very purple from bashing a stump 
hard enough to bend the steel shank in 
the sole of his boot. "I'm so pumped 
the foot doesn't even hurt," he said as 
he limped off. 

Day Two 

The weather on the second day was 
just as nice as the first although many 
riders complained of the heat 
temperatures were in the high 80's. 
"The riders seem to be drinking the 
Gatorade faster than we can make it," 
said Suzuki's John Morgan. 

Many riders had little maintenance 
to do before the start of day two 
although for Barry Avery the time was 
too short. "I got the shock changed," 
he said. "I know that cost me at least 
ten seconds in the second test 
yesterday. Now the only problem is 
that I didn't have time to put a new 
rear tire on." Avery took a gold and 
seventh in the 250cc Intent class. 





The Maico pits were again the scene 
of excitement at the second gas stop 
only this time it was Barry Higgins who 
was under pressure. “The exhaust pipe 
began to split at the seam up near the 
engine," said Higgins. "Then it began 
to crack away from the seam. 1 used 
hose clamps and patched things up 
with beer cans, soup cans and peach 
cans; anything that would fit I used." 
The feverish activity paid off and 
Higgins made it through the check 
with perhaps 15 seconds to spare. 

Since the course was run in the same 
direction on day two with the same 
time schedules for all classes, most 
riders encountered few problems. The 
special test was again directly after the 
start and as he had been on day one 
Stacy was still the king of the 
mountain and increasing his lead. 

The final test, four laps around a 
1.2 mile MX style track, would turn 
out to be the decider in a number of 
fights for class wins. The races were 
dead engine start affairs with ten 
riders in each. 

Among the outstanding rides turned 
in was that of Kevin Brown in the first 
moto. He pulled a holeshot and never 
let up under the pressure of Jack 
Penton. "I wanted to win bad," said 
Brown after. 

“1 fell twice in the early laps when Г. 
was dueling with Kevin," said Penton. 
"After the second fall, I decided it 
wasn't worth risking the class to win 
the moto." 

Mike Melton won his moto over Ron 
Ribolzi and Darryl Kuenzer in a hard 
fought battle that saw the three swap 
places continually for the first two 
laps. 

Frank Stacy had an easy time in his 
moto and was followed by Fredette 
and Lojak who had a slight slip in 
concentration and pulled off after 
three laps, losing about 20 seconds 
before getting back underway. 

There was plenty of attention 
focused on the moto with Frank Gallo 
and Terry Cunningham. Gallo was 
four points (seconds) down before the 
start. 

"I was pumped on the start," said 
Gallo. “I was ready to go for it. I had 
one problem -- a little two step action. 
You know, step once on the left side 
and step once on the right while trying 
to keep both wheels on the ground and 
the gas on in fourth (gear)." 

wo other motos took on 
importance. Higgins picked up five 
seconds on A class leader Greenhill to 
come out dead even (2213) on points. 
The tie was decided Ьу the 
acceleration test оп day one where 
Higgins was four-tenths of a second 
faster.

McCauley and Hughes were set to 
do battle for the best B rider score 
unaware that Lawrence held a 
basically unbeatable lead. "I wanted 
to ride this moto to keep an eye on 
McCauley," said Hughes. McCauley 
moved past Hughes at one point, but 
Hughes came back to finish in front -- 
thinking, at that point, he was the top 
B rider. McCauley got the 125cc B win 
while Hughes finished behind 
Lawrence in the 175cc ranks. 

There should have been a Hard 
Worker award for Tommy Seales of 
the Perry Mountain M.C. He was 
everywhere, doing any job that came 
up from riding trail to checking arrows 
to scoring and even acting as starter 
for the final test. “The club tried very 
hard.to put on a top quality event,'

In the finals, Bo made а solo pass и 
round one. Bernard paired agains 
Davis. On the green, Teson ant 
Bernard's Yamaha left hard, with th 








front wheel up. Bernard got out of 
shape, shut off, corrected and was 
back on the throttle in micro seconds. 
Wayne Davis left like a shot. There 
was no way the Yamaha could catch 
him. Davis went 7.75/173.74. Bernard 
settled for a slow 8.90/123.79 mph. 

Davis advanced to meet O'Brochta 
in the final round of T/F. Just as the 
two bikes staged, Davis crew chief 
noticed oil dripping from underneath 
their race bike. He signaled Wayne to 
shut down. That was the end of their 
weekend. O'Brochta made a bye run 
for another victory. He turned a 7.68 
at 149.50. 


Funny Bike 

Mike Bruso qualified the ЈВС Indus- 
tries’ fuel injected Kawasaki dragster 
in the top slot with a super fast pass of 
7.97/166.05. Like O'Brochta, Bruso 
hit the lump in the right lane and got 
airborne. “That’s it!" declared a rather 
not-too-pleased-with-the-track conditions 
Bruso. "I'm not running again. It's not 
much fun doing flying "W's" and I 
don't want to fall off here." 

In the first round of Sunday's finals, 
Bruso raced against Kenneth 
Landwher of Franklinville, NJ. Bruso’s 
bike had a power advantage and shut 
out Landwhers Kawasaki witk an 
8.03/146.10 against a slow 9.:4/ 
129.31. 

Orient Express’ Jon Baugh had 
ignition timing problems with his 
turbo Kawasaki. However, he won his 
first round challenge against Bucky 
Moores’ Kawasaki, which broke 
coming out of the gate. Baugh ran an 
8.63/152.80. 

Next up was the number two 
qualifier, Vince Santangelo of Long- 
wood, FL. He staged against the 
Harley of Richard Sherman. However, 
the Harley had problems and Sherman 
killed the motor, giving the round to 
Santangelo. Vince clocked ап 
8.14/154.37, just the same. 

The next Funny Bike bout was 
between Sonny Michalowski's Harley 
and Jim Yodock’s Suzuki-powered 
dragster.

Yodock ran his Suzuki against 
Santangelo's Kawasaki in this one. But 
Santangelo, who was riding his ex-

second time this season, found traction 
first and clicked off a very quick 8.02/ 
166.66 against Yodock's 8.58/155.70. 
| Bruso met Santangelo in the finals. 
At the green, it looked as though 
Santangelo pulled a holeshot. At mid- 
track, Bruso’s gearbox let go and Mike 
coasted through the traps, done for 
the day. Santangelo rock and rolled 
his way to his first national victory in 
8.08 seconds at a speed of 167.59 miles 
per hour.

Racing 
gasoline 
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By Brad Zimmerman 


Eighty miles dead south of Arizona's Grand Canyon, 
in the midst of mesas and deep desert canyons, sits 
Camp Verde. Depending on who you ask, there's 
somewhere between 800 and 3,000 folks there. You 
can count all the restaurants on one hand. A 
sheriff or a highway patrol officer will cruise 
through town occasionally, on the way to a main 
highway. There's an all-volunteer fire department, 
a general store, a couple of gas stations, a dry clean- 
er — but no movie theatre or McDonalds. 

Just “а ways out of town" is a high desert 
plateau, formed thousands of years ago by violent 
upward thrusts of solid rock. People discovered the 
mesa, cleared out some of the sagebrush, laid down 
an asphalt strip, and Lizards Flats (as it's referred 
to by locals) became a small airport. 

A large aluminum hangar is located just off the 
runway. А hundred feet from the hangar sits a 
homemade log cabin, overlooking Jerome, one of 
the few well-preserved desert ghost towns left over 
from the Old West gold mining explosion of the 
early 1900 s. Two miles in the opposite direction is 
Montezuma Castle, an elaborate and almost com- 
pletely intact Indian cliff dwelling that has 
baffled historians for years. 

There isn't a whole lot of activity up on Lizard 
Flats during the daytime. Once in a while somebody 
will land a private plane to check out the Indian 
dwellings (Centuries ago it was a thriving, expand- 
ing community — then the Indians mysteriously 
vanished. They didn't move on to better grounds 
— they just disappeared. Nobody knows why; visit- 
ing anthropologists have no clues. Even the old- 
time locals offer no explanation or handed-down 
legends.) The temperature soars above 100 degrees 
by 9:00 a.m. during summer and gets below freez- 
ing temps in winter. Lizard Flats isn't exactly a 
popular vacation spot or a beehive of activity 
during the day. It's a quiet, semi-obscure piece of 
rugged, unforgiving desert. 

If you don't count the coyotes pillaging the 
garbage cans, there isn't a whole lot going on up on 
Lizard Flats at night either. The only activity be- 
tween dusk and dawn comes from inside that silver 
hangar at the south end of the runway. Tucked in- 
side is a twin-engine Shrike Commander plane, 
some large manufacturing machinery, a couple of 
motorcycles, a pool table and a vast network of 


computers. The lights burn every night. Preston 
Petty is up and working. 

Inside the hangar is a world totally different 
from the outside surroundings. Protected from the 
brutal weather by aluminum walls and a concrete 
floor, sophisticated die-sinking machinery quietly 
spins, whirs and clicks. There are milling machines, 
grinders, cutters — all sorts of specialty equipment 
that transforms ideas into indestructible fenders, 
number plates and other components. 

Some of the machines sit silently — fired up only 
to carve complicated angles and edges from eight- 
inch thick aluminum blocks to form the molds that 
will be fitted to a plastic injection machine capable 
of eternally cranking out perfect replicas. Other 
equipment runs all night, performing intricate 
routines and functions — supervised and directed 
by computers. Clad in his ever-present, multi- 
pocketed flight suit sits Preston Petty at a computer 
video terminal — designing and creating while the 
rest of us sleep. 

It's always been that way. His eccentric working 
habits have generated many ‘Preston Petty 
Stories" over the past 15 years. Industry veterans 
can tell you about Preston's strange working 
hours, bizarre internal timeclock, creativity and 
ability to look at things differently. 


“It started when I bought this 
ugly little plastic fender...I 
fondled the thing and put tt 
on just right, and then tt broke 
off about halfway through 
the enduro." 


"I concentrate better when I work at night," he says. 
“There are less interruptions and fewer distractions. 
I do my best work when I'm alone. The most pro- 
ductive way for me to exist is to work at night and 
sleep during the day." 


The 1969 Hi-Mountain Enduro can be pinpointed 
as the beginning of Preston Petty Products. A 30- 
year-old computer programmer and trouble-shooter 


at the time, Preston was also building a reputation as 
an accomplished motorcycle racer, competing and 
often finishing well in all types of events ranging 
from TT and half mile to the ISDT and National 
Enduros. 

"It started when I bought this ugly little plastic 
fender for my bike,” he says. “Man, I thought it was 
the answer to my dreams. I fondled the thing and put 
it on just right, and then it broke off about halfway 
through the enduro. 

“Have you ever spent an afternoon crashing into 
the trees ‘cause you couldn't see? It's not a whole lot 
of fun. I can remember riding down the trail with all 
this crap flying in my eyes thinking that it should be 
possible to design a bombproof fender. I decided to 
take a whack at building it. 

"I started working on an injection mold in the last 
part of 1969. Despite not knowing a hell of a lot 
about what I was trying to do, I finished the mold in 
the beginning of 1970. 

"I'd made myself a plastic fender, but it didn't just 
pop out of a mold and make me instantly rich. Back 
then I didn't even know that there was more than one 
kind of plastic. I couldn't tell you the difference be- 
tween polyethylene and Polly-wants-a-cracker. I just 
went out, bought some plastic and made a stack of 
fenders. 

"When I bolted one up and went out testing, it 
seemed to be what I wanted. It was a good mud- 
stopping design, and you really had to pound on it to 
make it break. 

"On the way home I stopped at the car wash to 
clean the bike off and sprayed some Gunk on the 
engine. Here's old Preston, strutting around figuring 
he'd just conquered the motorcycle world. I was feel- 
ing pretty good until the fender started to dissolve 
right in front of my eyes. The chemicals in the Gunk 
just ate up the plastic, and it kind of melted onto the 
front tire. About that time I said to myself ‘Preston, 
this doesn't appear to be exactly the right stuff.’” 

Despite the momentary meltdown, Petty worked 
the bugs out and found a strong following for his 
fenders. In pre-Petty days Japanese motorcycles were 
equipped with heavy, sometimes dangerously-sharp 
aluminum fenders. European bikes had fiberglass 
fenders, guaranteed to explode like Christmas tree 
ornaments the first time you bailed off. 

When the Petty products hit the market, the in- 
dustry was taken by surprise. The popularity of his 
products was enhanced by a seemingly risky (from a 
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*I can remember riding down 
the trail with all this crap fly- 
ing in my eyes thinking that it 
should be possible to design a 
bombproof fender.” 





business standpoint) product guarantee. The 
warranty sticker has always said (in slight legal-ese) 
that if you can break it, he'll replace it free. To this 
day about the only way you can actually break a PP 
item is to quick-freeze it, then attack it vigorously 
with a sledgehammer. They never break when you 
crash. A regular, everyday disaster leaves even the 
most abused fender only slightly tweaked with some 
scratches in the finish. 

As the products caught on and the money started 
coming in at a fairly high rate, Preston re-invested 
the profits back into the company. He bought his 
own injection molding machines (where he formerly 
“jobbed-out” the actual manufacturing), moved his 
entire operation to Newburg, Oregon, which put 
every phase of the business under one roof. 

From 1970 to 1976 he turned new ideas into super- 
tough, sensible off-road products that satisfied even 
the most crash-prone riders. For a long time, he 
followed his long work schedule. He was running the 
business in the daytime, then maintaining machinery 
and creating new products at night. A 10:00 a.m. to 
4:00 a.m. day was normal. While the employees 
cranked out plastic products below, “PP” would be 
asleep in the upstairs quarters. 

While in Oregon, Preston seemed to have just 
about everything he wanted. There was the new air- 
plane, a VW microbus (complete with a turbo- 
charger), enough computers to play with, and ample 
funds to design and create new things. 

Though the advantages of making good money 
were appreciated, Preston soon came to realize that 
he'd created а multi-million dollar monster he 
couldn't control. 








“1 got burned out in Oregon," he says. "By buying 
my own machinery and running every phase of the 
operation under one roof we expanded fast. But it 
put me in a situation that I didn't like. I was working 
18 to 20 hour days just to keep up. It was too hard to 
make the transition from being a technician and de- 
signer of products to being the manager of a churning 
factory. You just can't take care of everything at once. 
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"I couldn't tell you the differ- 
ence between polyethylene 
and Polly-wants-a-cracker. I 
just went out, bought some 
plastic and made a stack of 


fenders.”

“I was a slave to a monster, a company that I had 
created. I felt 1 was subordinate to what the employees 
wanted. I had to provide them with tools, instruction 
and constant supervision. 1 felt forced to maintain a 
fast pace and fulfill obligations to the people that 
worked for me. All the time I couldn't forget that my 
main objective was to provide the customer with 
what he wanted, when he wanted it — for the lowest 
possible price. When that entails everything from de-

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signing new products to cleaning ashtrays, it just gets 
to be too much. : 


“It isn't often in my life that I've said ‘Preston, you 
can't do this. It's just not possible.’ Failure is some- 
thing that I’m not familiar with, and I find difficult 
to accept. There’s just no excuse for it. You have.to 
drop everything — just walk away and quit in order

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to fail. I couldn't do that. I refused to let it happen. 

“There was something else bothering me too. The 
company expanded at a rapid rate, but I was so in- 
volved with putting out the day-to-day fires that I lost 
connection with the guy who really motivated me in 
the first place — the guy who needs and buys what I 
create, When you get down to it, he’s the motivation 
that I need to think up and design new things. I have 
to think about the average guy out there with his 
motorcycle. I know what it's like to be him, because 
I've been him. г 

“1 thought I had the solution. Let somebody else 
worry about what was already established so I could 
concentrate on keeping up with technology. In 1976 
I signed a three-year agreement with Scott to do the 
manufacturing. According to the deal, they bought 
the injection machines — the big mothers that do the 
physical part of forming the products. I still owned 
the actual molds, the part that dictates the exact 
shape and form a fender or number plate takes when 
its manufactured. The idea was that they would 
crank out Preston Petty Products on what were now 
their injection molding machines, using my molds. I 
would then in turn buy the finished products from — 
Scott and sell them to distributors. That way if some- 
one else handled the manufacturing of established 
products, Mary (Petty) could concentrate on just

selling the products, leaving me free to build new 
things. 

* A little while later I moved the rest of my opera- 
tion, the promotional, marketing, order-entry and 
other phases of the business, from Oregon to Scotts: 
dale, Arizona. The setup worked pretty well for à 
time, but I found that I still hadn't accomplished my 
goal. I was still too involved in the day-to-day opera- 
tion of the business and still had the problems of 
dealing with a major supplier as well. There wasn't 
the time or the energy to devote significant efforts to 
developing new products. 

“Then Scott made me an attractive offer. They 
would 'buy me out' over a period of time and take 
over the entire operation. I was to realize a steady 
income, and any new products I developed which 
were manufactured by Scott would be done on a 
royalty basis. To me this was the best of both world: 
— по day-to-day involvement and firefighting, but 
both the time and the means to keep up with the 
technology and develop new products. The deal wa: 
signed early in 1979, but there were problems right 
from the start, not to mention that all the time Scot 
had PPP there was no effort to keep the product 
current with technology. 

“Mary was familiar with how the operation shoul 
work because she was heavily involved during th 
rapid expansion while we were in Oregon. She wen 
up to work at Scott to help smooth out the problem 
in regard to my products. She was concentrating 0) 
exporting and also on the U.S. Racing Program. 

“This helped, to be sure, but the problems go 
critical in late '80 and turned absolutely termina 
early this year — such that I had to take back m 
product line." 

As you probably know, Scott eventually went belly 
up and filed a Chapter 7 bankruptcy in April. Ult 





mately, a newly-formed group of "ski people" pur- 
chased Scott's assets from the trustee in bankruptcy. 

Since that time there has been a complete new or- 
ganization over at Scott. They even answer the phone 
“The New Scott USA.” The group is very conversant 
with the ski industry and there's every indication it'll 
go like gangbusters. 

Preston's problem, though, was what to do with his 
product line now that he had it back. His alternatives 
included selling it to someone else, farming it out on 
a royalty basis, or building back full production and 
distribution facilities. 

Preston decided on the last alternative. He secured 
some loans, made promises and hocked just about 
every piece of property he owned to get PPP back in 
production. 

“1 just couldn't walk away from it. Maybe there 
was an easier way with just as much money in it for 
me, but I just couldn't turn my back on Preston Petty 
Products. Man, that's me...that is mine, and you 
just can't walk away from something like that. 


"Motorcycle people aren't 
stupid. They know what 
works and what doesn't.” 


"And of all the different industries that I've been 
associated with, the motorcycle people are the best. 
"There's just no bullshit. 

"In some other industries, deception and lying are 
the order of the day. It's easy to do. A salesman can 
go out and make some grandiose claim about a spiffy 
new widgett that's going to solve everybody's problems 
and change the world. He'll lead you to believe that 
it will do everything but make the bed in the 
morning. It isn't until you buy and test the goodies 
that you find out it's not what he claimed it would 
be. 

"But with the motorcycle world it's different. The 
rules of mother nature apply. No matter how much 
some guy may be tempted to lie about something, if 
the thing doesn't work it just flat doesn't work. There's 


no way you can lie your way around it because it's so 
obvious. You can't throw a piece of garbage out on 
the market and expect it to last. It may fly for a little 
while because of some elaborate ad rogram, 
but eventually the buyers who know better will watch 
you tailspin right into the ground. Motorcycle people 
aren't stupid. They know what works and what doesn't. 
You can't lie or be deceptive and still stay in business. 

"In the motorcycle world a company can't survive 
without direct contact and service designed to satisfy 
that customer. As far as I'm concerned the only in- 
dispensible person in the whole production chain is 
the last one who pulls those dollars out of his pocket 
at the counter — the retail customer. 

"If you don't have direct contact, the customer 
doesn't get treated right. Over the past couple of 
years, Гуе had customers contact me who were 
having trouble getting some of my products. If a guy 
didn't find it in the shop, he'd call us. 

"Since we weren't manufacturing, the best we 
could do was turn the retail guy onto the distributor. 
Then the distributor has to figure out which shop in 
his area has whatever the customer is looking for. 
The poor guy had about 10 bucks wrapped up in 
phone calls. All he got was a lot of different people 
telling him to try elsewhere. 

"Well I don't know about you, but whenever I've 
been jerked around like that, I usually say the hell 
with it and buy somebody else's stuff. If your local 
dealer, who's buying from me, doesn't have what you 
need — call me 'cause I'm the guy making the stuff. 
The customer has the option and ability to get any- 
thing he needs directly from me as the source. Any- 
body can call me — it won't cost them a dime — and 
place their order using dad's credit card. It gets 
shipped the next day. Or as soon as they mail me the 
money, I'll ship it. 

"We'll be honoring dealer orders and working with 
distributors in the near future, but it isn't going to 
get out of hand this time. Even when the company 
gets big again I won't give up direct contact with the 
guy who buys my products. From now on he can get 
whatever he needs and have it quickly, regardless of 
where he is. 

"My products represent a personal responsibility 
on my part to the end user — the guy who goes out

and rides his bike with my stuff bolted to it. Anyone 
else in that chain between me and him is supposed to 
be striving towards the same objective — get that 
rider what he wants and needs. With my new structure 
we'll always provide direct support.” 


Besides the obvious marketing plans designed to 
eliminate problems, there are also other goodies in 
the works. Petty is smart enough to realize that all his 
products are at least five years old; they're getting 
outdated. Even though the entire Petty line is current- 
ly available, some items will be phased out. Popular 
sellers like the motocross front fender, headlight/ 
number plate, grips and rear fenders will be updated. 


“Even when the company gets 
big again, I won't give up 
direct contact with the guy 
who buys my products. From 
now on, he can get whatever 
he needs and have it quickly, 
regardless of where he 15.” 


New products are already beginning to appear. 
Petty is introducing the Holeshot number plate, just 
one of a dozen backlogged ideas. The majority of the 
new components are designed for dirt, but a few 
surprises for street riders will surface as the company 
rebuilds. 

Preston is visibly enthused about getting the com- 
pany back up and running. He's excited about the 
new product line, happy to be designing and run- 
ning his operation again after a six year lag. He's lost 
weight, looks better than he has in years, and enjoys 
the opportunity to sit and discuss business. Spending 
time with Preston, one detects a spark — the enthusi- 
astic youngster inside surfacing again. He's recap- 
tured the drive and excitement that initially created 
the company. Preston Lee Petty is back in business. @

Suzuki's newest ankle-biter, the RM125X, is a 
well designed, innovative piece of equipment. 
And, most importantly, it works almost flaw- 


lessly. 


Recent years had seen a de- 
cline in the popularity of the RM 
line of motocrossers offered by 
Suzuki. Their once capable de- 
sign features had been refined as far as 
possible and the marque needed a new 
approach. 

Enter the Full-Floater suspension 
and exit the critics. The new single- 
shock, rising-rate suspension found in- 
stant success on the works bikes and 
quickly Suzuki incorporated them in 
the '81 RM lineup. 

After many lengthy delays, (which 
allowed its competitors to grab much 
of the market), Suzuki released the 
RM125X to the public. Trophies and 
plaudits soon rained down on the 
smallest Floater and we waited im- 
patiently for our test bike to arrive. 

Finally, with the bike tucked safely 
in our van, we headed for the track. 
Looking over the RM carefully before 
taking the first laps gave us a chance to 
note the many changes from last year's 
model. 

Most obvious of the new features is 
the radiator mounted on the front 
downtube. Suzuki first used water- 
cooling on the 125cc works bikes raced 
in Europe three years ago. The system 
proved effective and last year's factory 
machines ridden by Mark Barnett and 
Brian Myerscough carried liquid-cooled 
engines to several victories and the 
National 125cc MX Championship. 

The '81 production RM uses nearly 
the same components as last year's 
prototypes. Capacity of the system is 
slightly less than one quart, yet almost 
seven gallons are circulated per minute 
to assure cooling. The radiator's posi- 
tion on the frame is both good and 
bad. Mud and rocks could clog or 
damage the radiator's fins because 
they are directly in line with debris 
thrown from the front wheel. Suzuki 
has covered the radiator with a very 
substantial screen designed to deflect 


rocks and vibrate enough when the . 


bike is running that mud will not build 
up in the mesh. 

We never had a problem with the 
unit, although true muddy conditions 
were never encountered. On the other 
hand, the low placing of the radiator 
helps keep the center of gravity in line 
with the bike's axis, and the hoses con- 
necting the pump and head to the 
radiator are short and well protected. 

Clearance between the cylinder 
walls and the piston and rings are 
much tighter than in air-cooled 
engines and require a five minute 
warm-up time before riding to help 
prevent cold seizure problems. One 
stab at the kick lever was all that was 
usually needed to fire the little RM. 
After warm-up, the bike runs crisply 
even low in the powerband. 

Acceleration is on par with the 
Honda and Yamaha water-pumpers 
and just as importantly, the power 
spread is very forgiving. As with most 
125cc hyper-bikes the rider must use 
the gearbox capably but the test riders 
all agreed the 'Zook could be ridden a 
gear higher through many turns. 

Leaving one finger on the clutch 
lever was standard riding procedcure. 
Following the example of Mark Bar- 
nett's National winning style, we 
would approach a berm at near right 
angles, pitch the machine sideways at 
the last possible moment while holding 
the throttle full on and just touching 
the clutch. Exit from the turn would 
then be smooth and fast. 

Much of the credit for the Suzuki's 
strong drive from often спорру corners 
goes to the Full-Floater rear suspension. 
The shock is mounted to the base of 
the swingarm and rising rate linkage 
carrjes the wheel forces to the top of 
the unit. This- "floating" concept 
differs from most single shock designs, 
which have their shocks mounted to 
the frame. 

Test riders quickly voted the suspen- 
sion as better than any production 
bike yet ridden. Its 12.3 inches of 
travel made rough sections a pleasure 
to ride through. In one outing, the 


little 125cc mount was able to pull 
away from several 250cc bikes in ac- 
celeration tests across medium sized 
whoops. 

Landing from big jumps provided 
the rider with a good feel for the bene- 
fits of a rising rate suspension, easing 
the bike back to the ground instead of 
slamming down. The only time we 
were able to bottom the rear suspension 
was off a double jump at Carlsbad race- 
way because the bike was unable to 
clear the distance cleanly and the rear 
wheel would hit the side of the second 
jump. 

We have encountered no cases of 
wheel breakage on the '81 RMs, 
thanks to an all new hub. design with 
straight-pull spokes. Wheels forces are 
more evenly distributed across the new 
hubs and the weak point of the spoke, 
its sharp bend, is eliminated. 

The brakes housed within the hubs 
are typically Suzuki, which means they 
work well if not spectacularly. The X 
model Suzuki's only handling flaw 
comes to light when braking on down- 
hills. As weight transfers to the front 
suspension, the bike exhibits a 
tendency to wag its head. The 
problem was never serious and if the 
rider made sure to keep his weight 
back over the seat, the 11.2-inch travel 
KYB forks were able to handle their 
end. 

Suzuki claims a dry weight of 194 
pounds which seems about right. Flick- 
ing the RM from side to side when air- 
borne is effortless and controlled. In

fact you could almost summarize the 
bike with the word effortless. Picking 
lines to pass a slower rider becomes 
easier as the suspension soaks up terrain 
that might swallow lesser bikes, and 
the engine’s good mid-range torque 
will pull the rider from some tough 
spots. 

Certain details of the Suzuki seem 
unusual. The number plates are held 
on with straight slot screws and the 
throttle cable still exits the throttle 
housing at right angles, leaving the 
cable in a snag prone location. On the 
plus side, the chain adjusters are con- 
tained inside the box section aluminum 
swingarm and work perfectly while the 
airbox and sidepanels have special 
guides that flow air to the filters and 
keep water and dirt out. 

As a package, the '81 RMX is the 
most complete 125cc bike offered to 
the public this year. It should require 
less modification for the Pro class than 
any other mount and lesser riders 
should be content with the stock ma- 
chine. Even the rear shock, long the 
bain of Japanese manufacturers, is not 
likely to be bettered on the aftermarket. 
The unit is light, offers easy pre-load 
and damping adjustment and just 
plain works. 

The rider is still the most important 
ingredient in racing and all of the cur- 
rent crop of 125cc MXers are capable 
of winning. Suzuki riders will have an 
advantage over their competitors, 
however. They'll be the ones having 
the most fun. е

The SRA held a European Scrambles 
for Beginners and Novices at 
California City. Bob Balentine won 
the 125cc under 16 Beginner class, 
riding a Yamaha. 


Joel Robert won the Italian 250cc 
MXGP to extend his lead in the point 
standings over Heikki Mikkola, Uno 
Palm and Hakan Andersson. 


Mick Andrews took top individual 
honors at the Scottish Six Day Trials, 
riding an Ossa. 


Responding to a request from his high-

Smith captures 
Masterlinks Virgin

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, MAY 24 
Sunday morning at five minutes 
til 9. Start time. 330 racers are 
lining up behind a thin strip of 
lime looking towards the low des- 
ert hills. Engines are started, revved 
and cut off as riders jostle their bikes 
into a comfortable position to await 
the banner. ри like at any desert 
race, when the banner is raised an 
almost complete silence overtakes the 
area. But before the banner dropped, 
whoops and hollers broke out up and 
down the line. What could cause such 
a break from tradition? Would you 
believe a lovely young thing undressing 
beneath the banner? 

Welcome to the Masterlink's Annual 
Virgin Run. 

A few seconds later it was back to 
business as the banner dropped and 
the Experts and Amateurs took off for 
the bomb. The fast lines were on the 
far right and among those getting a 
good start were Checkers Dan Smith 
(Hus), Cliff "Diver" Thomas (Yam) 
and Tony Megla (Yam). Coming in on 
another trail were Up-Tite Husky rider 
Cory Timms and number one Vet Bill 
Saltzman (Mai) but the rider who beat 
them all for the dust-free spot was 
Chuck Miller, now riding for Up-Tite 
Husky. 

The course taxed the riders' skill 
without many easy trails to relax on. 
This point was made emphatically by 
a scary downhill just before check one 
that many riders pondered deeply be- 
fore taking the plunge. Miller and 
Timms didn't need any prompting 
here as they literally flew down the 
hill, grabbing gears for the fast section 
heading northeast. 

At Check Three it was still Miller 
and Timms followed by Thomas, 
Megla, Chuck Stears (Hus), Smith and 
Saltzman. Everyone kept these positions 
into the pits but back about 10 places 
the first Amateurs weren't content to 
hold steady. Greg Winkel on a big 
bore Yamaha held off 250cc rider 
Randy Jones at Check Three but let 
him sneak by at Home Check. 

Back at the start the Novice/Begin- 
ners were waiting for the Rescue 3 
sweep truck to fix a flat and get off the 
course but they finally got their 
banner and took off in pursuit of the 
Experts. 

Two Novices on Huskys put on one 
of the best shows of the day as Mike 
Fitzgerald out of Desert M.C. and 





Sodbuster Mike Spano fought the 
whole race with Fitzgerald’s 250 shadow- 
ing Spano’s 430 right down to the last 
half mile where he found a little bit 
extra to pass for the win. 

The end of the first loop wrapped it 
up for the Beginners and first overall 
went to 250 Kawasaki rider Woody 
Lindsay of the Lost Angels. Right 
behind Woody were Open riders Steve 
Thompson (Yam) and Mike Sweeny 
(Hus). First C biker was Dan Olson on 
a Yamaha. 


Out on the second loop crossing 
Trona Road, the course set out into 
the Radamacher Mine area. About a 
mile past Trona Road the riders were 
treated to the traditional “Virgin” at 
the bottom of a hill. A rash of sore 
necks were reported at Rescue 3 shortly 
thereafter. One rider who didn't make 
it that far was Check Howard McCas- 
land who bailed off his new 495 KTM 
and broke a shoulder and ribs. 

Miller began to have problems 
through here as he overshot a few 
sharp turns and Dan Smith, who 
worked his way up from sixth, took the 
lead for good. Timms fells back to 
fourth, letting Cliff Thomas by as 
well. A little later Thomas put the 
move on Miller also for an excellent 
ride, second overall and first 250cc. 

Greg Thomas moved his Yamaha 
up right behind Megla for sixth and 
Saltzman fell off the pace and allowed 
Kern Sport Cycle rider Rich Jackson to 
take first Vet. First C biker was 
Goodyear-sponsored Paul Palmer on 
his water-cooled Mono just one bike 
ahead of Greg Winkel who hung in 
there for the overall Amateur win. 
Next Amateur was Dirt Digger John 
Rudder on a 125 KTM. Rudder 
managed to get ahead of Randy Jones 
who was still first 250cc. 

Gary Charters put in his usual 
superb ride on his 125 Suzuki for first 
Senior honors. Number one Heavy- 
weight Morris Norman was next 
Senior. First Woman was (who else?) 
Lori Farmer (Fullerton Yamaha/Team 
Buckeroo) even though she was feeling 
a bit under the weather. The oncoming 
summer heat is beginning to take its 
toll as many riders coming in later 
would attest to. 


Welch doubles in 
MRAN back to 
back EuroScrams

Nevada racers returned to the

European Scrambles. The back to back 
is unique to southern Nevada with two 
completely separate races held on dif- 
ferent courses at the same time.

The always 
consistent Mike Welch took another 
second and Husky-mounted Glen Wisch- 
meyer bettered a fourth place effort in 
the first race to take third. 


In the Open class Vegas Cycle-spon- 
sored Kevin Welch was the only Expert 
to sweep both races, with a come from 
behind effort both times. Ron Smith 
brought in second in the first race fol- 
lowed by Mel Chapman. Race two saw 
Chapman move up to second with Mo- 
torcycle Tire Center's Doug Statlander 
bringing in third. 

In the 125s it was Billy Hill taking 
first in race one followed by Daryl 
Folks and Jody Mader. Kevin Gashler 
took honors in race two ahead of Hill 
and Folks. 

The only major casualty of the day 
was Anthony Pasqualotto.

Smith rode with no 
problems and took advantage of every 
break that came his way. 

The banner dropped and Mark 
Zoller and a few others hit a fireroad 
to the bomb, while Cory Timms and 
others took the "low road" cross- 
country. Timms took the overall lead 
shortly after the bomb. By the time he 


. reached check two, Rick Schumaker 


was in the second spot, followed by 
Mark Zoller, Dan Smith, ВШ 
Saltzman, Cliff Thomas, Ken Upp and 
Howard McCasland. 

Tim Sinclair was running first “С” 
machine, 10th overall, while Murray 
Kapko was running in the first 
amateur spot, three bikes behind 
Sinclair. 

Back aways in the Amateur/Expert 
pack was the first Novice, Larry 
Brown, passing the stragglers as he 
surged ahead of his peers. 

Although expert Darin Cartwright 
had been in the top ten early in the 
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race, he ended up DNF when he got a 
rear flat just past the first check. The 
tube worked itself out of the tire and, 
believe-it-or-not, got caught in the 
chain, causing him to dismount in a 
big hurry! His fellow riders went past 
him wondering what had happened, 
as they saw his bike setting upside- 
down on the handlebars along the 
trail. 

Lori Farmer helped sister Tricia up 
a bad hill on the first loop, giving 
Tricia a nice lead. By the time she 
pulled into the pits, Tricia had about 
a 15 minute lead. 

Off the first loop came Timms, 
followed several minutes later by 
Smith. These two desert aces had 
stretched their lead to a very healthy 
one over Zoller. The Beginners and 
Novice Trails were glad to take the 
checkered after only one loop, since 
the trail was over very rough terrain. 

Jerald Jaszarowski (Open) earned 
the overall honors followed by S.

Scott Colbert 
earned the Beginner Trailbike honors. 

Meanwhile, on the second go- 
around behind Timms, Smith, and 
Zoller, Schumaker was in the fourth 
overall spot, with Vet Saltzman behind 
him. 

In the sixth overall spot was 
Thomas, followed very closely by 
McCasland. Then it was Sinclair, 
Kapko, Vet Rich Jackson and Mike 
Mulconery moving through the check. 

Tricia Farmer started having 
problems early in the second loop 
when she lost first and second gears. 
Even so, she still had a 10-minute lead 
at the alternate gas. It was only a short 
distance past that gas, however, that 
the rest of her gears went out, leaving 
her stranded. 

Timms put a hole in his cases before 
the alternate, which slowed him down 
considerably. A half mile short of the 
finish Smith (Open Expert), piloting 
his 430 Husky, took over the lead, 
leaving Timms (also aboard a 430 
Husky) to be satisfied with second. “It 
was a good thing that the race course 
wasn't any longer," Timms was heard 
to comment, as he was completely out 
of oil. 

Finishing in third aboard his 495 
KTM was Expert Mark Zoller, 
followed by Expert Vet Bill Saltzman 
(Open) aboard his red Maico. 

In the fifth slot was first 250cc 
Expert, Schumaker, followed by 
Thomas (250cc Expert), Rich Jackson 
(Open Expert Vet), Mulconery (Open- 
Expert), and Kapko (first overall 
Amateur/Open) with Amateur 
Randy Jones (250cc) finishing out the 
top ten.

Tarantino, Davis, 
Lechien top Corona 
Memorial Day GP

Winding up another Memorial 
Day weekend was another out- 
standing Racing Association of 
Cycle Enthusiasts Corona Grand 
Prix. This year the GP enjoyed the 
best weather and track conditions in 
the event's history, which is saying quite 
a lot. Overcast morning skies kept the 
six. mile course in excellent shape 
throughout the day for over 600 riders 
to race on. 

The Pros were again in one of the 
early races so that they could have 
same-day results. Top man was Jim 
Tarantino who came out equipped 
with his DG Honda 250 to take the 
overall Pro win, starting from the 
second row and passing all the Open 
bikes. Phil Thorstensen of Suzuki of 
Riverside shared the holeshot with 
Tarantino and the two of them spent 
the first lap in close contact. Thor- 
stensen was on top at the end of lap 
one, but on the next lap he dropped 
back and Tarantino was well on his 
way to the winner's circle. 

In the meantime Husky-mounted 
Clark Jones was working his way up 
from a mid pack start. He was 10th at 
the end of lap one and then in fourth 
by lap two. Dave Williams (Wheelsmith 


Mai) and Chris Howard (Mai West) 
stood between Jones and Tarantino for 
the next two laps, but then Jones had 
the runner-up spot dropped into his 
lap when both riders dropped out. 
Thorstensen then held the number 
three position, and held it all the way 
in despite his rear tire going flat late 
in the race. At the finish it was Taran- 
tino with a strong lead over Jones, 
Thorstensen, Andy Northrup (Hon) 
and Matt Tedder (Yam). 

In the 125cc Pro class it was Dean 
Cates who got the jump. Ron Lechien 
(Yam) was right on his tail with Scott 
Manning (Dale’s Modern Cycle Yam) 
close behind. Lechien soon passed 
Cates and went on to win the race. 
Cates finished second and Manning held 
on to third. Richard Hoffman, also of 
Dale’s Modern Cycle, nabbed fourth 
place. 

Ron Utaski (Yam) and Steve Bauer 
(Yam) led the Open bike charge, with 
Bauer coming out on top after the first 
lap. It has been over six months since 
Bauer entered an off-road race, but he 
was putting in an excellent ride until 
he lost third gear on his Yamaha. Soon 
Kevin Davis (Mai) inherited the lead 
while Bauer struggled to keep a pace. 
Utaski also got around Bauer and then 
found himself in the lead. Davis had 
pulled off to make a pit stop, losing 
valuable time. It went down to the last 
lap with Davis retaking the lead just in 
time to take the win. Bauer took a 
third over Troy Lee (Hus) and Dale 
Lewis (Mai). 

One of the hottest sportsman races 
was the 250cc Intermediate class. Tom 


Hodgin (Suz) pulled a strong start but 
lost his lead on the first lap with bike 
trouble. Then it was Rick Vanderham 
(Yam) out in front. Troy Matthews 
(Yam) diced briefly with Jeff Clark 
(Suz) and then broke free to challenge 
Vanderham. But as the pack returned 
from a back section of the course, 
Matthews had lost several positions, 
putting Clark in a distant second. In 
the meantime Gary Scheidler (Yam) 
had been working his way up, and in 
the late laps of the race he charged up 
to the front and began to push 
Vanderham. It was on the very last lap 
that Scheidler took the lead for 
himself. Vanderham finished second 
over Clark, Matthews and Ken Camp- 
bell (C-A). 

The team race at the end of the day 
gave those people that believe more 
horsepower means faster laps some- 
thing to think about. Starting on the 
front row with all of the 250s and 465s 
was Clark Jones on Craig Dale's 125cc 
Suzuki. The two of them ran away 
with first overall. 


Whiting, Jefferson 
do it CRC Dunes- 
town round at 
Arroyo

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAY 24 
The California Racing Club 
returned to Arroyo Cycle Park 
today for the first time in eight 
years to present the sixth of their 


seven race Yamaha Budweiser Dunes- 
town series. 

Gary Denton got the jump off the 
line in the 125cc Pro event and led Jeff 
Stanford around the first lap. By the 
second lap, A.J. Whiting and Erik 
Kehoe, both recovering from poor 
starts, had gotten by Stanford to run 
2-3. Whiting made his move on the 
third lap and got into first where he 
stayed 'til moto's end. There was a 
jam-up on the back of the course and 
Kehoe didn't come around. Instead, 
Rick Johnson was now running very 
fast in second but still couldn't catch 
Whiting. 

Moto two saw Denton pull a hole- 
shot on the pack again and resist 
Whiting's pressure until near the end 
of lap two, when he went down and 
Whiting went by. Whiting added 
several seconds pad each lap and won 
easily, making it 1-1 and the overall. 
Stanford had moved into second when 
Denton went under and fought off 
several challenges by Darel Francis to 
stay in second for this moto and for the 
day. Francis dropped it in lap seven to 
fall far back and Kevin Steele finished 
in third. 

By the time the 250cc Pro Event 
rolled around, Whiting had resolved 
some of his starting techniques and 
won the drag race to the first turn 
followed by Jim Coffey. New CRC 
member Andrew Jefferson was third at 
the top of the start hill. Jefferson may 
be new to CRC but he's an old hand on 
this Arroyo course and passed Coffey 
before the end of the first lap. 
Jefferson is great at pressure riding but 
so is Whiting and all Jefferson could 
do was stay on Whiting's tail and hope 
for the break that never came. Moto 
one went to Whiting with Jefferson 
second. 

The bad start gremlins came back 
to plague Whiting on moto two and he 
was dead last off the line. Up in front, 
Jefferson had a superb start and ran 
away with the win and first place 
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money. Willy Simons and Craig 
Gormley battled for second with 
Simons getting and keeping that spot 
on lap six. Whiting passed 15 riders to 
work his way back up to fourth by 
moto’s end and the second place 
money. 

Jefferson wanted a repeat in the 
Open class and was right on first lap 
leader Bob Elliott’s back. Jefferson 
squeezed his way into first in lap two 
and seemed to have the moto in the 
bag. Instead he had a DNF as his 
chain slithered down a snake hole and 
was not seen again. Elliott regained 
the lead and went on for the moto win 
with Dave Williams second and Jim 
Holley third. 

Jefferson elected not to contest the 
second Open moto to save himself for 
the 250cc event. So the curtain arose 
on a new drama. Elliott once again 
jumped to an early lead, knowing he 
needed to finish ahead of Williams. 
For two laps he was chased hard by Jim 
Holley, who in turn was fighting off 
Williams. The break came at the end 
of lap two when Holley went down 
and Williams shot by. He immediately 
moved up to push on Elliott as Holley 
recovered back in eighth. On the next 
lap, Williams dove under Elliott to 
take the lead and spent the next six 
laps just stretching it out for the moto 
win and first Open money. Elliott tried 
to catch up but had to settle for second 
in the moto and second overall. In the 
meantime, Holley scrambled his way 
back to third and, with a pair of 
threes, earned third money.

Johnson, Holland 
score at CRC 
Carlsbad Dunes- 
town round

CARLSBAD, CA, MAY 17 
Carlsbad, a track that proved 
magic for Marty Moates in 1980 
as the first American to ever win 
the USGP and a constant dis- 
appointment to many-time World 
Champion Roger DeCoster, lured the 
prime of southern Californian racers 
to round four on the California Racing 
Club's Dunestown Series. 

As countdown for the series con- 
tinued Jerry Anker, affectionately 
dubbed “OJ,” scored yet another 
grandslam victory in the 100cc Inter- 
mediates. Anker turned his Yamaha 


loose and proceeded to not only lead 
his division but took on the 125cc 
Beginners that were sharing the track 
and was soon lapping riders left and 
right. When the moto wound to a 
close, Anker held first and Mark 
Davenport (Suz) was second. 

The second time around, Davenport 
gave Anker a taste of his own medicine 
and was glued to him clear around the 
track. Wheel to wheel, the Anker- 
davenport duel were running fifth and 
sixth out of the combined field. 
Coming down to the end of the day 
and flying down the Carlsbad 
Freeway, Anker managed to slip away, 
holding Davenport to second and 
taking home the Gold to his dad. 

Rick Johnson, a Yamaha support 
racer, fought his way through two 
fierce motos for the 250cc Pro win, 
taking a grandslam victory and his 
share of Yamaha gold. Johnson’s arch- 
rival for the day turned out to be 
Honda rider Jim Tarantino. 

The first moto saw a wheel-to-wheel 
duel between these two men through- 
out the first lap with Yamaha rider 
A.J. Whiting running third. Whiting 
had his hands full fighting to hold 
back Ron Hume in fourth and Inter- 
national Yamaha racer John Whelchel 
in fifth. Up front, Johnson was flying, 
putting space between himself and 
Tarantino and making the tough 
terrain of Carlsbad seem like child’s 
play. Hume was closing fast on 
Whiting, and on the on-ramp to Carls- 
bad Freeway, Hume slipped on by and 
held third to moto's end. 

When the machines roared off the 
line for the second moto Yamaha 
support rider Lee Ramage was in 
control. Tarantino was breathing fire 
down his jersey and, with Johnson in 
third, Hume running fourth and 
Whiting in fifth, the pressure on 
Ramage was incredible. Johnson was 
moving, first up to second, then a 
minute later, in the lead. Ramage 
found himself locked into a duel with 
Tarantino and fought to hold him off, 
but in the last half of the moto 
Ramage was forced back to third 
which he managed to hold on to down 
to the wire. Johnson took top honors, 
Tarantino scooped up second place 
loot for the day and third overall 
money went home with Whiting for a 
4-4 ride. 

When the 125cc Pros blasted off the 
launching pad for their first moto it 
was Suzuki's George Holland III out in 
front and fighting to hold Rick 
johnson at bay. A.J. Whiting had 
third all to himself with Roger 
Hensley piloting a Suzuki in fourth. 

A wheel-to-wheel duel went down for 
fifth between Jeff Stanford and John 
Whelchel, both aboard Yamahas. 
Wheels clashing, Johnson took the 
lead away from Holland. Whelchel, 
now in fifth was tight up against 
Hensley in a duel for fourth. 

Close contests throughout the pack 
went down to the wire and by the close 
of the first moto Johnson led across the 
line with Holland, Whiting and 
Whelchel following. 

When the machines came to life for 
the second time, once more a 
Holland/Johnson battle for control 
went down with Holland holding the 
lead by a slim margin.Whiting held 
third and Darel Francis (Yam) had his 
hands full with Whelchel, who 
slipped a wheel under. A handlebar 
clashing contest went down between 
Holland and Johnson, and Johnson 
finally took command. Then with one 
lap remaining, his front tire went flat 
and he was forced to turn command 
over to Holland. Down to the end, 
Johnson held onto second, Whiting 


was secure in third and by moto's end 
Hensley slipped by Whelchel for 
fourth. 

Holland came home to top money 
for the class, Johnson picked up second 
overall honors and top Yamaha money 
for the race and whiting took home his 
second third overall of the day.

Reid 
was able to hold on for three laps before 
Williams pulled right alongside, nudged 
Reid over and made the pass. Williams 
then rode away with the win with Reid 
maintaining second over Zitterkopf. 

In moto two Williams and Reid 
piled up in the first turn and Orange 
County Yamaha rider Mike Kelly as- 
sumed the lead. john McCaughey 
moved into second and, by the end of 
the first lap, Reid put his Yamaha into

third. Williams, fifth at the end of lap 
one, was moving up steadily each lap. 
On lap twó he caught Kerr, lap three 
Reid, lap four McCaughey and on lap 
five, when Kelly went down, Williams 
had the lead. While Williams was do- 
ing his thing, Reid was also on the 
move and took second overall. 

Williams almost made it his fourth 
double win of the season when he took 
the win in the first moto of Open Pro. 
Williams won the moto easily while 
Scott Cavness and Greg Zitterkopf 
waged a war the entire race for second. 
At one point the two riders were side 
by side for half a lap neither one willing 
to give an inch. Finally Zitterkopf put 
his Advanced Cycle machine into sec- 
ond for good. 

Moto two saw Cavness get the lead 
with Williams right behind. But on 
lap two Williams pulled off when he 
heard strange sounds from inside the 
engine. As his brother/mechanic Rocky 
explained later, when they put the 
motor together three weeks ago he 
gave the rod two weeks to live. It lasted 
two and a half and Dave pulled off the 
track before it could do any more 
damage. Meanwhile, Cavness and Zit- 
terkopf were in another war for the 
win with the nod finally going to Cav- 
ness on his Anaheim Suzuki bike. 

The best sportsman racing of the 
night was in the 125cc Novice class. 
Joel Johns emerged from the first moto 
with the win with Darrell Wall and 
Scott Fellhoelter second and third. 
Things really heated up in moto two. 
Johns took another holeshot on his 
Yamaha with Wall right behind and 
Larry Woody's Honda third. Fellhoelter 
started back in the pack and by riding 
on the ragged edge was able to move 
into fourth by the end of lap one. By 
the third lap, with his rear tire hopping 
everywhere, Fellhoelter had moved 
into second. For the next two laps 
Johns and Fellhoelter diced it out with 
Fellhoelter finally getting by in the 
back section of the track. Fellhoelter 
had been flirting with disaster the 
whole race and it caught up with him 
20 feet from the checkered flag. Com- 
ing over the last whoop-de-doo he was 
thrown back on the seat of his Yamaha 
and slid right off the back when it did 
a wheelstand in mid-air. By the time 
he picked it up and pushed it across 
the finish line Johns had passed him 
and taken the win. For all his efforts, 
Fellhoelter ended up third overall.

With most of the Pros "saving it 
up" for the Continental Moto- 
sports Club point race at Ascot 
on the following night, the “big- 
gie" of the night at Speedway 117's 
Coke/KPRI Stadium Cross weekly go 
was the as-usual gigantic 125cc Junior 
class where first-year rider Mark Saal- 
feld (Yam) parlayed a wild come-from- 
behind 1-2 effort to victory. 

Saalfeld, who has impressed us with 
victories at Carlsbad this year, roared 
from behind to a first moto victory 
over Yamaha-mounted Greg Gorsica 
in a late-lap mid-air pass, and then 
came up with a hard fought second in 
the second round for the overall. Point 
leader, Suzuki of Lemon Grove rider 
Chris Shaw, salvaged a wild second 
overall with a 7-1 effort. Third was a 
tie-breaker for Keith Craig at 6-4 over 
Roger Saenz at 3-7! 

In the Pros, the big class was the 125s 
with Kawasaki Motor Corp. rider Curt 
McCuistion going two for two over 
very stubborn San Diego Suzuki rider 
Scott Meyer. After an easy first moto 
victory, McCuistion, was really extend- 
ed in the second round as Meyer ap- 

red to have everything in hand until 
one slight bobble gave Curt an oppor- 
tunity he quickly capitalized on. Run 
concurrently were the 250cc Pros, and 
the second moto was also the cliff- 
hanger as Escondido Honda-mounted 
Brian Maloney squeaked out a close 
one over Woody Carlson (Yam). We 
say close because after a dismal third 
in the first moto, Carlson came back 
for a runaway second effort, with 
Maloney having a tough time with 
Ron Hume who was inches behind 
every lap. Had Hume been able to 
move by, it would have been Carlson 
in a three-way tie-breaker.

wheelers but the three-wheelers more 
than made up for it as there were 
record or near record fields in every 
class. Biggest class once again was the 
Open Stock where Honda factory rid- 
er Mark “Waxey” Weixeldorfer aced 
out teammate "Dyno Dean" Sundahl 
for the second straight week with Mike 
Chester a close third. Sundahl came 
back, however, for a big win in the 
Open Modifieds as Mike Coe had a tie- 
breaker second over Weixeldorfer. Big 
winner of the night was the Smitty's 
ATC and Dickson Design rider Tom 
Gaian who went four for four in sweep- 
ing both the 115cc and 140cc Modi- 
fieds. 


Popping back to the two-wheelers, 
Mini Junior rider Cory Falter saw his 
10-straight victory string (two more at 
Barona last Sunday) come to an end as 
he was downed two straight by Jeff 
McCoy.

Looks like both will 
again be rivals in our Summer Series at 
117 as they both will be CMC Inter- 
mediates, too. And finally, John 
Conney, who has secured a ride with 
Premier Yamaha, scored his second 
straight Junior Cycle win (counting 
Barona) over Tommy Clowers, plus 
continuing with his Mini Intermediate 
victory string.

John Glover (Fairway 
Yam TZ), last race's winner, got off to 
a bad start but was gaining ground on 
the leaders when the laps ran out. 

The guys got riled at the last 125cc 
GP when Jill Keenan (KT Eng. Yam 
12125) beat them, and they spared no 
mercy today. Danny Coe (Tony 
Murphy/Can-Am 125) seized his 
Rotax motor іп practice, but 
recovered to win easily, followed by 
John Chermak (Berkeley Yam TZ125). 
Keenan pushed her Roland Cushway- 
tuned water-cooler past Jeff Leggitt 
(Honda MT125R) and Bill Mullins 
(Concord Yamaha 125) to salvage 
third place. 

600cc Production and Box Stock 
classes, formerly dominated by Honda 
CB550s and more recently by Yamaha 
XT500s, have been drastically 
changed by the new 1981 models. The 
most competitive bikes now appear to 
be the Yamaha Seca 550 and the 
Kawasaki GPz550. For example, the 
600cc Box Stock class had 25 
participants, with 10 GPz’s and four 
Secas in attendance.

Kirk Graves took the 450cc Production 
class again, using his Yamaha 375 
(TZ750 pistons in an RD motor) to 
secure the victory. 

In what must be considered a 
thoughtful expression of support, 
Graham Sheet Metal had handlebars 
and hats available for the fourth, fifth 
and sixth-place finishers of certain 
races. This provided something for the 
racers that are often skillful enough to 
win, yet lacking in motor or money (or 
both) to keep up with the top three. 
Although Golden State is known as a 


tight track, lots of horsepower can still 
overcome a great deal of mistakes. 

Finally, the status of track owner- 
ship is still in doubt. William Koll, 
Don Marsh, Bob Bondurant and the 
Long Beach Grand Prix Association 
bought the track in June of 1979 from 
Filmways, Inc. However, a dispute has 
arisen in the sales agreement and 
the Koll/Marsh/Bondurant/ LBGPA 
group has ceased payments. Fore- 
closure followed this year on May 19 
with the ownership returning to Film- 
ways. 

Filmways is now negotiating for the 
sale of the track with several prospec- 
tive buyers according to manager Ric 
Farren. What happens after the sale is 
anyone's guess, but Farren says that 
the present schedule will hopefully 
remain intact. The next AFM race is 
scheduled for June 7, followed by 
Laguna Seca on June 14.

Van Epps, Light 
and Link land 
Cross-Up MX wins

‘A Supercross-style track and sand 
seem to go together here at Cross- 
Up Raceway, located outside of 
the luxurious resort community 


of Bend in the loamy sand hills and 
nestled in the juniper trees in beautiful 
central Oregon. Riders were treated to 
fine racing and superb track conditions 





as a light rain showered the track and 
made fine silt out of the desert sand. 
David Van Epps (R&R/Suz) took his 
Full-Floater to a 1-1 overall in the 
125cc Pro class as did Clay Light 
(Yamhill Yam) in 250cc Pro action. 
The only others to go for a double 
demolition were Les Link (Yam of 
Bend) in the Open class and Kyle Buck- 
ner (Yam) who has been the dominant 
‘force in the 80 and 100сс Expert 
classes. 

In the Pro class, a mixed pack of 
125 and 250cc riders were on the line 
and ready to go for the kill. Out of the 
gate, Central Region number one 
plate holder Clay Light pulled a su- 
preme holeshot ahead of his 125 and 
250cc comrades, followed by David 
Van Epps who didn't have following in 
mind. Van Epps zipped past the 250cc 
pilot while things were getting close 
between John  Baltzor (Hon of 
Bend/Kaw) and Rob Wagner (Yam of 
Burns). Light slacked off the pace, not 
being able to pressure the leader due 
to a long layoff and recent arm surgery, 
but still holding off advances from 
250cc riders Kirk Coleman (Madras 
cycles/Hon) and J.P. Backstraff on a 
Can-Am of Ontario, OR. Van Epps' 
machine seized, losing many spots, but 
after a brief struggle, he got his ma- 
chine going and within one lap had re- 
gained his lead. 


Moto two was another holeshot by 
Ligth on his LOP Yamaha as the pack 
went wild scrambling for positions. 
Van Epps took Light in the better part 
of the first lap, going inside in the 
barrel turn for the lead. Baltzor's 
Kawasaki was cooking some hot lap 
times, trying to keep "Vanishing" Van 
Epps in sight, while Wagner closed in 
for the kill in the wet sand which kept 
riders falling or sliding out as Light 
did, letting the 125cc leaders by. At 
the flag, it was an exact copy of moto 
one with Van Epps taking the win and 
the overall, as did Light in the 250cc 
portion. 


This track is tight and twisty and 
known as a 125cc track, but the Open 
class was out to prove different, even 
though Van Epps had fast time in 
practice followed by Link on a 250. 
Moto one saw Les Link (Yam of Bend) 
nail the holeshot followed by Barry 
Frazier (Yamaha Store/J.B.) and Jim 
Harris (Hus). Sonny Neff (KTM) 
made a mid-moto charge and soon was 
in fourth ahead of Ray LaRogue 
(Yam). Frazier began to reel in Link 
but on the last lap went for a central 
Oregon "soil sample," losing second 
and any hopes of the lead to Harris on 
his Husky. Link took the win by a large 
margin over Harris, Frazier, Neff and 
LaRogue. 

Second time out, Link again went to 
the front, with always present nemises 
Frazier hounding him for the lead. 
Link knew the track well enough to use 
it to his advantage and dominated the 
class with his perfect 1-1. Frazier fol- 
lowed with a 3-2 for second and 
LaRogue's 5-3 got third.

Holland and O'Mara 
take to the High 
Country

CORVALLIS, MT, MAY 23-24 
George Holland and Johnny 
O'Mara flew from their southern 
California homes to the wide 
open spaces of Montana, and 
once there, flew around the Corvallis 
motocross track, taking first overalls 
respectively in the 125 and 250cc Pro 
clases at the Second Annual Coors 
High Country Classic $10,000 moto- 
cross held near Missoula, MT. O'Mara, 
riding a Mugen/Al Baker Products- 
prepared Honda, rode to double moto 
wins in the 250cc class and also took 
second overall in the 125cc class. 
Holland put in 3-1 finishes to take first 
overall in the 125cc class aboard his 
factory sponsored Suzuki. 

With nearly 300 amateur riders on 
Saturday and 130 Pro riders on 
Sunday (and a spectator turnout on 
Sunday estimated between 2500 and 
3000), the Second Annual Coors High 
Country Classic motocross earned the 
unofficial title of the largest motocross 
ever held in the state of Montana. And 





with riders like Holland, O'Mara, 
Boo Stichter, Ron Sun, Jim Pomeroy 
and Phil Larson all present, it had to 
be the largest group of top name riders 
ever to assemble at any one motocross 
in Montana. 

Local rivers were reaching two and 
three feet above flood stage, and 
people were being evacuated all 
around the area of the High Country 
Classic, but on Saturday the skies 
cleared and temperatures reached the 
upper 70s, leaving a perfect sand track 
for the Amateurs. 

And it was as if someone somewhere 
knew what they were doing when it 
rained Saturday night but cleared 
again on Sunday. The sun shined 
bright, the temperatures again rose to 
the upper 70s and the snow-capped 
Bitter Root mountains were in full 
view of the track when the spectators 
arrived to watch the Pros. The track 
was again nearly perfect. 

The gate would hold 30 riders so 
with 46 125s and 250s and 38 Open 
Pros, qualifying motos had to be held 
in all three classes. The qualifier 
winners in the 125cc class were 
Holland and Larson. But in the first 
125cc moto, it was Johnny O'Mara 
who was out in first with Larson and 
Holland back around eighth. 

A small stream, dubbed Coors 
Creek, crossed the track several times, 
and опе of these crossings got 
particularly bad, making a large bog 








hole. Jeff Cropper was riding in second 
place but fd i in this bog letting 
Holland, who had been moving up 
rapidly, by for second. But Larson was 
also on the move, and in fact, passed 
Holland. At the finish the order was 
O'Mara, Larson and Holland. 

Holland said afterwards, "I got a 
bad start, and I had to take all the bad 
lines to get around the slow riders. I 
got tired." So in the second moto, the 
15-year-old Suzuki rider got the hole- 
shot and led the entire race. 

O'Mara started around 13th place 
with Larson just ahead of him in 
ninth. The two riders worked their 
way through traffic, and at the flag 
came across in second and third. 
Holland said later, "If you get the 
holeshot, it's not so bad." 


The 250cc qualifiers were won by 
O'Mara and Robb Manning, and at 
the start of the first moto, the order 
was O'Mara, Ron Sun and Manning. 
But in the same mudhole that claimed 
Cropper in the 125cc class, Manning 
stalled his machine letting Gary Kuest 
by for third. Sun and O'Mara swapped 
places once, but O'Mara finally 
repassed and held first to the flag. 
Kuest also got passed but by Bob Kline 
who rode on for third. 

In the second 250cc moto, the rough- 
ness of the track was becoming the 
biggest concern of the riders, and most 
had to stiffen up their suspension. 
O'Mara seemed to have his Al Baker- 
tuned suspension right on as he 
grabbed the lead and pulled away. 
Sun and Larson battled for second for 
several laps, but Larson had to drop 
out of the moto when he developed 
bike problems. Idaho Yamaha ride 
Warren Hickman fell in behind Sun 
for third. 

The Open Pro moto saw Ron Sun 
pull away from the pack and lead to 
the checkered. In second place was 
California Maico rider Tracy Oswell 
while Boo Stichter rode in third. 
Stichter later dropped out with an 
ailing Honda. Meanwhile Jim 
Pomeroy, who had started in 13th 
place, moved into second. Jim was 
easily the most popular rider with the 
crowd, and as he moved up through 
the pack, the crowd waved him on all 
around the track. This was Jim’s first 
race in over a year. Placing third was 
Steve Banning. 

In the second moto, Stichter pulled 
into first with Pomeroy in second and 
in hot pursuit. Sun was in fifth place 
and bouncing all over the track. After 
several laps of this abuse, he pulled off 
and later he made no excuses when he 
stated, “I got tired. I took the easy way 
out instead of going to the hospital.” 

Pomeroy, with the help of the 
crowd, pulled around Stichter who 
was also feeling the roughness of the 
track through his Pro-Link. Both he 
and Sun were seen giving their shocks 
to Al Baker for some modifications 
after the race. 

It looked like a sure first place for 
Pomeroy, at least it did until that old 
Pomeroy luck struck. His Suzuki 
sheared the countershaft right off the 
motorcycle, and his sprocket, still 
hooked to the shaft, fell onto the 
ground. 

Stichter rode by for first, but Boo 
had another problem. Riding like a 
true desert racer, Tom Kelly found 
himself a pace, a fast one at that, and 
coming out of nowhere, he was soon 
pressuring Boo! But time ran out for 
Kelly, and Stichter took the win. Kelly 
said later, "I hated to see that white 
flag. I could have ridden like that for 
another hour." 

Stichter stated, "I could have gone a 
little faster, but I would have been out 











of control. I think I could have held 
him off." This was Stichter's first race 
in many months as he just had a cast 
removed from his leg one month ago. 
Stichter smiled and said, "We're 
back!” 

The $10,000 was divided up among 
the winners with O'Mara taking a 
large chunk. With lots of good racing, 
good cold Coors and warm weather, 
the weekend was a big success. Watch 
for the Third Annual Coors High 
Country Classic next year.

In the final round of the Tex- 
AMA spring series at Riverside 
MX, heart-stopping action cli- 
maxed as motocrossers from mini 


to mighty bent it back in a final effort 
to collect some valuable AMA points. 
In the afternoon program, racing ac- 
tion was never better, and when the 
dust cleared, Kyle Landrum (Suz), 
Bryan Taylor (Suz) and Kevin Horton 
(Hus) had taken overall honors in the 
125, 250 and Open Pro events; respec- 
tively.

When the Novice 
and Intermediate riders moved dirt on 
the hilly south Texas circuit, spectators 
and parents alike watched with antici- 
pation. In Micro Mini action, Clay 
Branch (Suz) sped to consecutive wins 
as J.R. Larose (Yam) came back from 
a round one soil sample to finish sec- 
ond. Minibike madness continued in 
Mini Junior action with Darrin Cham- 
pagne (Yam) taking the overall win 
despite his second round turf test. 
Champagne also collected top honors 
in the four-race series. Mini Seniors 
provided thrills in both action-filled 
motos as Stacey Marek took his Rose 
Rich/Yamaha support YZ to a pair of 
impressive wire-to-wire victories. Danny 
Storebeck (Yam) managed a second 
with his 2-3 effort as points leader, 
"Mr. Minibike," Bryan "Boom Boom" 
Abernathy (Yam) dropped to ninth 
after a soil sample in round one and a 
close second in round two. Abernathy 
was back on form in Stock class wars as 
he aced the talent-filled event with 
Storebeck taking notes in second in 
both rounds. 

100cc Novices bent it back in search 
of the fast lane with "Cool" Kent Fox 
(Yam) piloting his "yellow bird" to 
overall honors at Riverside as well as 
becoming the overall winner in the 
series. 


“Killer” Carroll Richrdson turned in 
another outstanding performance as 
he piloted his WRW Big "D" Yamaha 
to consecutive victories ahead of the 
talented field with Pete Sullivan (Yam) 
coming from behind for second in 125cc 
Stock action. In 125cc Novice news, 
Darin Williams (Yam) was the headliner 
as he stole the show with Morris “The 
Cat" Troxell (Kaw) ending the day in 
second ahead of Mark “The Underdog” 
"Terry (Suz). 

John Kindhart (Yam) took the 250cc 
Stock class as John Ensign (Yam) domi- 
nated 250cc Novice action ahead of 
Arlington Yamaha's "Cruisin' Chris" 
Black. "Quick" Billy Click (Hon) 
found the fast lane as he dusted the 
field of Over 30 riders. In Open Novice 
action, David Hubbard (Hon) put to- 
gether another flawless effort as Andy 
Gilkey (Mai) came from behind for 
second ahead of early leader Roger 
Olson (Yam). 

Intermission offered the riders a 
chance to reflect on the exciting River- 
side course that was said to be similar 
to the tracks in California — hard and 
hilly. When the action got back under- 
way, the 125cc Intermediates busted 
berms first as they moved into the hills 
of Riverside with the "Killer," Carroll 
Richardson, aboard another WRW Big 
"D' Yamaha, emerging victorious 
again, setting lap times faster than 
many of the front-running Pros. Second 
in the overall column with a 3-4 tally 
was “Моуш On" Mike Brown (Suz) 
who full-floated his way around River- 
side. 

When the 125cc Pros made their 
appearance at the starting gate, many 
speculators had a hard time choosing 
favorites. When the gate hit the 
ground, the action began as the group 
took it to the limit. As the moto pro- 
gressed, “Нут” Bryan” Taylor (Suz) 
proved to those with doubts that he 
was definitely the quickest with Kyle 
Landrum (Suz) finishing second on his 
Howard Racing Full-Floater. Third as 
the checkers came out was "Consistent" 
Mike Clements (Suz), whose holeshot 
string was stretched to four with a pair 
at Riverside. 

Round two saw Landrum and 
Clements duel for the overall as Taylor 
did a turf test. Meanwhile, “Тоо 
Tough” Tim Butler (Yam) moved into 
the spotlight after a crash in round 
one, as he and teammate Greg “Со 
For It" Fouts (Yam) played cat and 
mouse throughout the eight-lap event.

(Yam) with a 5-3 effort who edged out 
Joey Balcom’s (Hus) 4-4 and Glen 
Goddier's (Hon) 8-2. 

Kevin Horton (Hus) left little doubt 
about his intentions as he took both 
Open Pro motos. Tom Curry (Hon) 
Pro-Linked his way to second with 
"Gassin' Glen" Goodier (Hon) taking 
his D & S Cycles red rocket to third in 
each round.
